References: 

a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for records concerning 
various dossiers. Your request was received in this office on April 23, 2001 . 

b. Letter this office of April 20, 2001, advising you that we were unable to comply with the statutory 
20-day time limit in processing your request. 

We have conducted checks of the automated Defense Clearance and Investigations Index and a search 
of the Investigative Records Repository to determine the existence of Army intelligence investigative 
records responsive to your request. The records are enclosed for your use. 

We have located the enclosed records pertaining to East German Intelligence Services, ZF400032. We 
have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order (EO) 12958. As 
a result of our review, information has been sanitized and 978 pages of records are denied in their entirety 
as the information is currently and properly classified SECRET and CONFIDENTIAL according to 
Sections 1.3(a)(2), 1 .3(a)(3), 3.4(b)(1) and 3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958. This information is exempt from the 
public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552(b)(1). It is not possible to 
reasonably segregate meaningful portions of the withheld pages for release. A brief explanation of the 
applicable sections follows: 

Section 1.3(a)(2) of EO 12958 provides that information shall be classified SECRET 
if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause serious damage to 
the national security. 

Section 1.3(a)(3) of EO 12958 provides that information shall be classified CONFIDENTIAL 
if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause damage to the national 
security. 
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Section 3.4(b)(1) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more that 25 years old is 
exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal the identity of a confidential human 
source, or reveal information about the application of an intelligence source or method, or 
reveal the identity of a human intelligence source when the unauthorized disclosure of that 
source would clearly and demonstrably damage the national security interests of the 
United States. 

Section 3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 25 years old is 
exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal information that would seriously and 
demonstrably impair relations between the United States and a foreign government, or 
seriously and demonstrably undermine ongoing diplomatic activities of the United States. 

Since the release of the information deleted from these records would result in an unwarranted invasion 
of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is exempt from the public disclosure 
provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 

In addition, information has been sanitized from the records and the same 978 pages withheld under 
(b)(1) are denied in their entirety as the release of the information would reveal the identity of 
confidential sources and sensitive intelligence methods. This information is exempt from public 
disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(D) and (b)(7)(E) of the FOIA. The significant and 
legitimate governmental purpose to be served by withholding is that a viable and effective intelligence 
investigative capability is dependent upon protection of confidential sources and sensitive methodologies. 

The withholding of information by this office is a partial denial of your request. This denial is made on 
behalf of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army Intelligence and 
Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence investigative and security 
records under the FOIA. You may appeal this decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file 
an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar 
days from the date of this letter. After the 60 day period, the case may be considered closed; however, 
such closure does not preclude you filing litigation in the courts. 

Coordination has been completed and we have been informed by the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) that information has been sanitized from the records and 71 pages are denied in their entirety 
pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(1) and (b)(3). It is not possible to reasonably segregate meaningful 
portions of the withheld pages for release. 

The withholding of the information by the CIA constitutes a partial denial of your request and you have 
the right to appeal this decision to the Agency Review Panel within 45 days from the date of this letter. If 
you decide to file an appeal, it should be forwarded to the following: Ms. Kathryn I. Dyer, Information 
and Privacy Coordinator, Central Intelligence Agency, Washington, DC 20505. Please explain the basis 
of your appeal. Cite CIA F-2000-01709 assigned to your request so that it may be easily identified. 

In addition, coordination has been completed and we have been informed by the Defense Intelligence 
Agency (DIA) that information has been sanitized from the records pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 
(b)(1) and (b)(6) of the FOIA. 
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The withholding of the information by the DIA constitutes a partial denial of your request and you have 
the right to appeal this decision directly to the DIA. If you decide to file an appeal, it should be 
forwarded to the Director, Defense Intelligence Agency, ATTN: SVI-1-FOIA, Washington, DC 20340- 
5 1 00. Please cite DIA #0287-99 assigned to your request so that it may be easily identified. 

During the processing of your request, records were disclosed which are under the purview of another 
government agency. This office has no authority to release these records and they are being referred, 
along with your request, for appropriate action under the FOIA, and direct reply to you. 

We are coordinating with other government agencies concerning the releasability of their information 
contained in the records. We will inform you as to the releasability of the information upon completion 
of our coordination. 

The amount for professional review and reproduction of the first one hundred pages has been waived. 
The reproduction cost of $184.05 remains due and should be forwarded by postal money order or certified 
check made payable to the Treasurer of the United States. 

We are continuing to review records regarding other titles you have requested and will respond to you 
by separate correspondence when our review is complete.

Source described this booklet as being dark-green imitation leather folded in 
the middle* The interior was a light-brown pasteboard. When folded the book- 
let measured 8-5 x 5.3cm, there was no printing on the exterior of the booklet. 
The left side of the interior held a photo of the bearer, his DOB and POB, and 
the name of the MfS agency that issued the booklet. On the right side of the 
interior is a statement of the. bearers authority; (i.e., that he is authorized 
co enter any building, office, or section of the border area) and that all 
assistance necessary for the execution of his duties, must be rendered to the 
holder of the ID. Also on the right a thin metal chain is attached with two 
metal eyelets. The chain is about 6 cm long end the other end is attached to 
a small elliptical metal plate about 6x4 cm. Inscribed on one side is the 
East German state emblem (crossed hammer and compass encircled by a leaf 
wreath) and the words "Deutsche Demokratlsche Republik" (German Democratic 
Republic). On the other side is an U/I three digit number. The plate is " 
placed inside the booklet when it is folded.

CO's office for an hour, hour and a half each. His knowledge of the indiv- 
.idual was based on military records and forms filled cut prior to induction. 
JL^ ^rould- visit the different companies cr. sever I rccasions in order to 
see axx of the personnel in which he had an imprest. Most visits took place 
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In Key and November, after the arrival of new recruits from the training - 
battalions. NCOs who were SED party members and had good records from the 
training battalion, were almost always interviewed b5£» *Joost all 

of the informants known to Source were secondary school graauawco and in the 
case of professional NCOs, were SED members. Source had been told by a friend 
that those who agreed to work for the KfS could receive payment of up to half 
their military pay. This money was sent to their civilian address. In addi- 
tion, the informants could receive extra leave, 10 or more days, in the form 
of longer weekend leave. When the informant returned to civilian life, the 
MfS offered assistance in finding employment and getting schooling. Source 
knew of five informants from the 1st EC Co, discharged in 1972, who found 
employment with the MfS or had received positions in the civil defense 
organization. 

Source had been told that the names of the informants were known 
to the company officers, who then, inconspicuously, treated them with special 
care. Source's friend told him, that once a person agrees to work for the 
MfS be is always carried in their files for future use. 

b. Methods of Operation 

Informants were placed in all squads, among CPLs ser^ng a three 
year enlistment, among the professional KCOs, and according to Source, in any 
group with common interests. Source felt the aim of the MfS was to have" an 
informant in every conceivable group. The informants were required to write 
monthly reports on their observations of fellow servicemen. Source was not 
aware of the format of these reports nor the types of information reported. 
The reports were sealed in envelopes and given to the Officer platoon leader 
in such a manner that no one would observe this exchange. The Officer 
deposited the reports in a safe in the company CO's n***- rom where a 
* — f rc?n t K e i st £c Pn wou ia ta fc e t h em t0 ^ ^ necessary 

%:ould discuss the contents of these reports with the Informer, when 
Jvisited the company area on routine business. The company officers 
were not permitted to read these reports nor to take, action on them. 

The informants did not appear to know one. another nor to act in 
unison. The company personnel, however felt they knew all of the informers 
end took great care not to do anything that might be reported in their 
presence. None the less, reports were made of activities in the company. 
On one occasion an informant reported that Source and some other CPLs were 
listening to radio broadcast from "RIAS" a WEST BEKLIK station. ' In 1970, 
informants reported a draftee who had collected descriptions of officers, 
• photos of the BC casern and training installations, and tried to stfe'al service 
regulations, in the Uth BC Training Bn. The man, name unk, deserted and 
was caught in CSSR. On another occasion, an EM from the 1st BC Company/ 
1st BC Bn/lOth BC &egt, was reported for giving out details of the BC firing 
orders. 

The primary effect of the MfS network of informants , was the 
f fear it instilled in the men. They were aware of the existence of the net-

When Source completed fhe was sent to the 4th 

EC Co/Is t BC Bn/lOth.BC Regt. In this company, however, there was no vacancy 
for a squad leader and Source was placed in a border recon unit. He received 
one week of instruction from the SrSGT of the recon unit, in lieu of the six - 
month .reconnaissance course normally given to members of the recon unit. The 
instruction was theoretical and covered all aspects of the border reconnais- 
sance service* 
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a. Mission 

The mission of the border reconnaissance service vas: 

The observation of a*Ll movements, gatherings, personnel, 
flying objects, and construction activities on West German, territory in the 
immediate vicinity of the border. Of interest were identification of person- 
nel, number, weapons, vehicles and vehicle numbers, of uniformed services . 
along the border. Any civilian gathering and any construction which effected 
the terrain in the area of the border was to be reported. 

To patrol the area along the East German side of the border 
to detect weak spots in the border, hiding places, and passage of border 
crossers and mark such spots on BC maps for surprise checks. 

Select and 6et up camouflaged observation posts on elevated 
ground near the 6-m plowed strip on the East German side of the border. 

b. Selection and Subordination 

~. The normal criteria for service in the reconnaissance service was 

a 10 year service committment, membership in the SED party, and a screening by 
the MfS. Accepted recruits would then attend a six month BC NCO School and a 
six month reconnaissance service school in BLANKENSTEIN. When sent to active 
duty with a BC company the recruit starts with the rank of JrSGT. v ?he recon 
personnel wear normal BC uniforms with an elliptical gray-green patch on the 
sleeve at the shoulder. The patch shows a silver colored recon car which is 
pierced by an arrow running parallel with the arm pointed towards the shoulder. 
Above this patch, the recon personnel also had a dog handlers patch. This 
patch has a silver dog's head facing the shoulder. The men of the border 
reconnaissance service were subordinate in matters of discipline to the CO of 
their assigned company. In their work they were under the coLimand of the 
border security officer (Offizier fuer Grenzsicherung) in their company. He 
then was responsible to the chief border security officer .(Chefaufklaerer - 
chief of reconnaissance) at the- 1st BC Bn in ZSCHACHENMXEHLE . 

c. Training ? 

Source was told by other members of the reconnaissance 'service, 
that the six month special training they received at an MfS school in 
BLANKENSTEIN covered the following subjects: .

d. Operations ♦ 

The Border reconnaissance service members worked a 12 hour shift 
followed by 24 hours off-duty. Prior to Jul 71 the recon men worked their 
border section alone, however since that time they must be accompanied by one 
PFC. One watchdog was used in the border area- The recon member was equipped 
with a 7.62mm Assault Rifle Kalashnikov (AKM) , two 30 round aamo clips, one 
9mm Makarov pistol (PM) with 30 cartridges, field glasses 7 x 40, and one 
periscope type SF-AST. On special occasions the night sighting devices NSP 
and ZEISS telecameras were used. The recon member would occupy an observa- 
tion post close to the 6m plowed strip on the East German side of the border . 
The assignment to a particular OP wes made by the company border security 
officer. Each OP was given a code name and was connected via a field tele- 
£hone_to_the company phone network. Reports of observations were given over 
the—field" telephone and then written up in a daily report which was forwarded 



e. Strengths and Losses 



Prior to Jun 71 the .4th BC company had 8 bor^^-^ — I'men, and 
the 1st BC Company seven. On 13 Jun 71, \j — - ^> one of the 

recon men of the 1st BC Co defected to tne FRG. As a result of this 
occurence, an MfS investigation took place and all recon men not professional 
NCOs committed for ten years or more, such as Source, were removed from the 
service snd transferred to other BC duty. The onlv recon npro^oi left in

Civilian Border Helpers (Grenzhelfer) 



The co-called border "helpers were men in the age group 25 xo 50, ex- 
soldiers, who lived in the closed border area, i.e., SCHLEGEL, SCHMIEDEBACH, 
and LEHESTEN. They were called upon to assist the BC companies during emer- 
gency alerts, these were not normal alerts but rather were called when a 
* group of attempted border cross ers was expected. They were SED members who 
volunteered for this duty as part of their SED obligation to perform an extra 
non-paying service. The only compensation for their services was their usual 
wages for time lost at work and time off for night service. 



There were 10 border helpers in SCHLEGEL and 10 more in- SCHHIEDEBACH 
and LEHESTEN. They were armed with 7.62 Shpagin sub -machine guns M1941 (PPSh) 
"which were kept in the company arms room. Their uniform consisted of camou- 
flage fatigues they kept at home. During Source's duty in. the 1st and 4th 
BC companies these men were called up three times. 

• • • 

si The first occasion was necessitated when, during night service* guard 
'posts opened fire on each other by mistake. The border Tielpers arrived after 
the matter had been cleared up. The next occasion was in Jan 72 when the 
entire 1st BC Company was sent for small arms firing. The 20 border helpers 
had to cover the entire LEHESTEN border area by themselves. The third 
occasion was in Nov 72 when a CPL in the 1st BC Co reported 5 border crossers 
moving in the direction of the border fence. The CPL 's observation later 
proved to be en hallucination.

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In general, Source felt the border helpers were of limited use, they 
insisted on going home for lunch and brought flasks of liquor with them to 
drink on the job. Their knowledge of the border area, terrain an, r ding 
places, however, was useful to the BC.

a. General 

♦ 

Classified material and mail was received by both the 4th BC 
Company in SCHLEGEL and the 1st BC Company in LEHESTEN exclusively from the 
1st BC Battalion in ZSCHACHENKUEHLE . Such material, regardless of the degree fctfftffr^ 
ftf classification, was received by courier. One of the couriers va^ * v*f 'VA^I' 
^ Irom the 1st BC Battalion in ZSCHACHENMDE£LE, one of Source s 

personal iixcuds . 

Classified material or call was either destined for the CO, the 
political officer, or the border security officer. The material was first 
delivered by the courier to the office of the CO where it was entered in 
chronological order into a journal. The recipients of material or mail were • 
then c a lled" and had to sign a receipt for the material. 

All records kept in the complany offices*, workshops, or storerooms 
such as the guard control office (Fuehrungspunkt - control point), the lSGT's 
(Spiess) office, the guard room, as well as the workshops of the signal NCO, 
the vehicle, weapons and supply NCO were considered classified". All these 
lists, records, reports, regulation manuals, etc. had to be kept ^.n a safe to 
which the keys were kept by the responsible officer or professional KCO. 

• • b. Classification Degrees # 

The lowest classification "confidential" - (vertraulich) was 
applied to all the working papers and books, such as the guard book, the 
platoon book (kept by officer platoon leaders on the personnel o£ their 
platoons), the leave book, the guard record book* the duty roster, the guard 
post plan, the weapons register, the list of stocks of equipment, etc. There 
was always an officer or a professional NCO who was held responsible for such 
material. 

The classification "Classified" - ("VS-Sache", short. for 
"Verschlusssache" - locked-up matter) was applied to material received from 
the 1st BC Battalion in ZSCHACHENKUEHLE. The material had to be kept in 
blue-colored folders or envelopes and was rubber-stamped ,r VS-Sache". It 
represented general and particular service regulations or orders. It was 
mostly locked away in safe located in the lSGT's office. The 1SGT (Spiess) 
was responsible for the key and had to keep a list of contents. Also 
"Classified" was all. material for the political officer and rite border security 
officer which came from the 1st BC Battalion. These officers were responsible 
for their own material. . 

' ■ The classification "Confidential Classified Matter" - ("WS- 
Sache" short for "Vertrauliche.Verschlussache" r confidential locked-up 
matter) was applied to operational plans and regulations connected with then. 
In addition, all personal and service information about company personnel, 
including the MfS evaluations of officers, professional NCOs and CPLs on time 
(serving three years). This material also was obtained from the 1st BC 
Battalion in ZSCHACHENMDEHLE and was kept in blue-colored folders or envelopes. 
On all pages of the material was the blue rubber stamp "WS-Sache". .

The operational plans were kept in the guard control office in 
a cabinet with glass sides and three shelves so that the blue folders could 
be seen. The lock to the cabinet was sealed; the key was kept in a special 
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drover of a safe which contained other material of this classification. The 
latter arrangement was the same in both subject companies. 

In the 1st BC Co the upper shelf in the cabinet contained exact 
regulations and guard post plans for "increased coinbat readiness" - (erhoehte 
Cefechtsbereitschaf t) . The middle shelf contained the regulations and plans 
for "reinforced border security" - (verstaerkte Grenzsicherung) . The third 
and lover 6helf contained regulations, guard post plans and detailed orders 
for all company personnel in the state of "border securing for coirbat" - 
(gefechtsmaessige Grebzsicherung) . 

Beside the cabinet described above, the guard control office had 
a safe which contained the personnel records for all coinpany members. There 
was a special blue-colored and sealed envelope for every member of the company. 
In addition, the safe contained annotated maps of the company's border section 
and copies of the overall guard post plan. The safe had a combination lock; 
the changing code numbers vere known to the pertinent guard control officer - 
XFuehrungsoff izier) who vas either an officer or a professional NCO. Source 
further stated that. only officers and professional NCOs had access to this 
room and the material therein. (CPLs on time only had access \o "Classified" 
material)^

The highest classification was "Secret Classified Matters" - 
(Geheime Verschlusssachen) which was kept in red-colored folders or envelopes 
and every page of such material was rubber-stamped "Geheime Verschlussache". 
Such material was kept in a safe in the company CO's office even i v f it was 
destined for the political or border security officer. The material could 
be taken out of the safe and read in the presence of the company CO "but it 
could not be taken out of the room.

Ifty&f Personnel Evaluations 



Source stated that no special security clearance procedures in the 
4th BC Company in SCHLEGEL* and in the 1st BC Company in LEHESTEN. Every 
change in the status of company personnel (i.e. promotions, assignment to 
special functions or <-han£e of. functions) were subject to the approval of the 
battalion Mf S officer fnu. The role of the company CO was to 

make proposals which were eitner approved or denied by the MfS officer. In 
turn, the MfS officer formed his opinion on the company personnel on the basis 
of work certificates from the conscript r s places of work, school certificates, 
police records and possible special records obtained by MfS personnel. 

After a conscript had passed basic training and he vas tranSferred 
to a BC company, a folder (blue-colored, considered confidential and classified^ 
was made out on him. This folder was first kept in the special classified 
room at the headquarters of the 1st BC Battalion in ZSCEACHENMUEHLE. In the 
case of EMs who had no further pretension than serving their 18 months, the 
folder would then be sent to the company and kept there in tire special safe 
located in the guard control room. It might be supplemented by informers' 
reports, entries about the service performance, date of promotion to PFC, and 
finally by a service evaluation written by the company CO and approved by the 
KfS officer. The latter, however, would write a special MfS evaluation if 
the PFC had aroused, his attention by political remarks, activities or his 
attitude affecting positively or' negatively the security of the company. The 
'folder would then be sent to the ex-soldier's district military office with 
jurisdiction over his place of residence. . - 

A slightly different procedure would be observed in the case of CPLs 
on time, or EMs who committed themselves to ten years and longer service. The 
folder, originally filled with pre-service information, was kept in the 
battalion's classified room for such time as the MfS officer had enough infor- 
mation at hand to form a so-called "Peroenlichteitsbild" (personality picture) . 
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This. personality analysis vas practically begun in the BC NCO school and 
supplemented by informers' reports from the company of the CPI/s assignment. 
After about one year of service, the MfS officer then transmitted the folder, 
now provided with the personality analysis, to the company where it could be 
read by officers and professional NCOs only. Any new incident in the service, 
disciplinary action, new informer reports, etc. were currently assembled and, 
if necessary, the personality analysis was corrected accordingly. The final 
analysis then served as the basis for employment of the ex-CPL or ex-SGT in 
another state agency after his discharge. 

The special regulations, covering the procedure, use, supplement 
and safe-keeping of these personality analyses was regulated by "Order 34" 
(Befehl 34). In the two companies, the folder was, therefore, simply referred 
to "Order 34).

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c. Training 

The training was carried out by day only and lasted from 0700 to 
1200 and from 1400 to 1700 6ix days a week. The training place was a secluded 
forest clearing about 1 km from the headquarters building. No spectators were 
permitted about the area which was guarded by a two-man patrol. The theoretical 
training was carried in one of the rooms* of the headquarters building. 

Self -defense training included unarmed defense against blows from 
fists, clubs, rifle butts, kicks, pistols aimed at oneself and tearing loose 
from a stranglehold. 

Close combat training comprised practice with a bayonet and an 
unloaded rifle or pistol with the intent of rendering helpless en adversary 
armed in the same manner. 

Silent killing training comprised the killing of an enemy with a 
knife , spade, rifle or pistol butt and with "karate" (edge of the hand) blows 
so that the victim cannot utter a sound. 



- Unconventional eating. This training comprised the manner in 

which frogs, snakes, fish, mushrooms, snails and some herbs must be* prepared 
to become edible and digestible. The latter food was described as the last 
resort for a BC man when he must hide away from fields and human habitations

d. Survival Maneuver 



The 12 participants of the survival course were given the task of 
walking from the area of PLZEN (4944N-1323E) (UR8311) "in CSSR via CH0MDT0V 
(5028N-1325E)(UR8791) to a stretch of terrain near ZSCHOPAU (5044N-1304E) 
(US6323) which was annotated on their maps. For the 2C0-k3 distance a r?.:ri Tram 
time of 12 days were permitted. Their marching route was expressed by the 
pertinent degree on their compasses - marching number - (Karchzahl) . For their 
orientation, they received" five maps, 6cale 1:25,000. The participants 
received canned food as rations for six days. They were unarmed but were 
permitted to take along a dagger. They wore BC summer field uniforms, boots 
of CSSR make, belt and service cap. The six-cay rations were carried in field 
bags. 

— • • • 

• ■ - ♦ 

Further obligations were: The participants must not be observed 
by anybody and had to flee when they were spotted by surprise. Everyone had ■ 
to walk by himself. They were forbidden to enter buildings, including deserted 
-ones and they were forbidden to steal. 

The maneuver began by flying the group of 12 men by helicopter 
into CSSR and dropping them singly within 1 to 2 km of PLZEN. The cooperation 
of the CSSR border guards had been requested and they were alerted. - The part- 
icipants were supposed to cross the CSSR-East German b.order without being 
caught by either East German or Czech boder guard personnel.

Five participants were caught by the CSSR border guard. 

Two participants completely missed the target area and 
surrendered to the police in the area of BERLIN (5231N-1323E) (UU9119) on 3 ~ 
Oct 71. . They c l a ime d that their compasses were put out of order by jumping 
from the helicopter.

Source, together with two other participants had banded 
together and agreed to meet at a pre-arranged soot near PLZEN. The three 
men walked about 100 km and then stopped a Czecfi truck driver who transported 
them to the border. The men managed t6 cross the border without beinfc seen 
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and retired to the home of one of the men who lived In the area* Following 
their rest and recreation the three arrived one at a time on the target area, 
faking exhaustion. 

Only two participants seemed to have gone through the exercise 
the hard way. During the interrogation by the training officers from the 10th 
BC Regt and the BC Command in ERFURT , the participants were asked how they had 
physically dealt with the maneuver. Source and his friends lied and claimed 
they had been in excellent physical shape and had no problems. Source claimed 
the officers seemed to believe the various stories, even those of the men who 
ended up in BERLIN, Source noted that both of these men came from BERLIN,

and relatively good social background. At the present tine he is completing 
his university education by a correspondence course specifically arranged at 
a central level for such security officers. 

Deputy Chief of the County Agency is 1st LT of the State Security Service, 
| rather primitive but cunning individual. Source knows the other 

cTfioers abd~NC0s of the county branch office only superficially. There are sane 
intelligent people among then, but alec a amber of persons who are not thus in- 
clined, fc 

A high degree of combat readiness and iuilitary discipline is required 
of the functionaries of the State Security Service. They are, for instance, on 
regular ni*ht shift, have to work on holidays, and runst be available and ready 
for tranfc.er at all tinea. There is no discussion with then when they are trans- 
ferred to another county or given other tasks. They receive a diatince order 
which wiey have to carry out. Recently there were several instances where offi- 
cers in some counties of the district of MAGDEBURG refused to obey orders for 
transfer, etc. They were Immediately discharged from the State Security Service 
as a security hazard. Some efforts were also made recently to phase out KfS 
personnel of low mental capability or of unsatisfactory physical condition. 

There is a persistent shortage of personnel st the county branch of floes 
of the Slate Security Service, The chiefs of the county branch of floes must 
regularly report to the chiefs of the district branch offices the status of their 
cadres after trying to fill the vacant positions f In this effort the county ~ 
branch office is not very successful} then are always vacant positions, 

A particularly strong s drain on manpower of the county branch offices, 
even in border counties of such* priority as GSTERBUHG, occurred some months ago 
(about Jan 69) when the Ministry for Stato Security took over the responsibility 
for certain duties of the customs offices at the border crossings to West Germany, 
Within a short period of tine, some officers and KCOs of the State Security 
Service were transferred to border guard duty from all county branch offices. 
This move resulted in malcontent on the part of the personnel involved, since 
they were out off from all cultural centers and have little hope of getting 
quarters st their new stations, which moans that they are separated from their 
families* Source remembers a report frou the Chief of the county \ branch office 
at Ofi.tfiEURG on this problem According to which some of the officers transferred 
were discharged from the State Security Service because they showed little mental 
readiness to unconditionally fulfill this order,

In order to fill the vacant positions, the officers ef the oeusty branch 
offices are constantly looking for suitable per Bonn el in all administrations, 
plants and directorial bodies. They proceed very aatueelyx They/ ask for the 
-cadre files which they keep in their offices for days or even weeks. If their 
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Lmquiries showed that certain people are suitable for the State Security Service, 
they talk to them to persuade then to work for the State Security Service. The 
office of the State Security Sex-rice wee constantly active in Source's administra- 
tion, which has over 2^0 government workers. All state employees were ecreened 
to determine whether they were suitable for such service, the supervisor of the 
cadre had to hand over the files and render information on the employees and had 
strict order* not to inform even Source, who was the chief. Every time one of 
these employees same and informed Source of such efforts of the MfS county branch 
office, collision* were the result. On principle every eupcrvieor objected to 
losing capable employees in this manner, and Source wae among those who resisted. 
In such casss the Chief of the county branch office requested the swpport of the 
First District Secretary of the S3) who then ordered Source to relieve the re- n 
spective workers, as it was of primary Importance to ensure the operating capacity 
of the State Security Services. 

It was more difficult for the officers of the State Security Service to 
persuade the workers themselves to work for that organisation*, almost every one 
Of them wae reluctant to do this although they reoeived several hundred E.G. Mirks 
more in pay right in the beginning. Very rarely can employees be talked into 
working for the State Security Service. Heat of them are liappy if they arc un- 
suitable for thi* service for some cadre-politioal reasons (relatives in the West, 
physical condition, former aiembers of the HSDAP in their family, etc.). those 
few workers who are suitable from the cadre point of view of the Ministry for 
State Security try to escape employment by the State Security Service by using 
every argument that seems feasible. 



Such KfS persuasion was recentl y brought to bear in Source 'e office on 
two workers. One of them by the name of \ man in a menial position of

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that ths branch office be eupported in wiy way and information is given only 
to him, bat only of such nature as Is necessary for the control of tha county.

Since the Xlth Party Congrees of the Cooauniet Party of the Soviet Union 
the agencies of the KfS try to get in closer contact with the population* they 
appear in public assemblies and try to increase the "class consciousnees 11 of the 
people and to secure their open co-operation with the State Security Service, 
Up to a certain level this public work is the responsibility of the chief of the 
MfS county branch office. In the higher ranking offices there are special offi- 
cers who travtri t;irough East Germany, opening exhibitions, molding lectures and 
apeechea at assemblies.

Juveniles Join in so-called blood-brotherhoods : they cut 
each other on the arm, eta. In this town, the youths established plana to break 
through the border in groups. The Church circles are suffered to exercise too 
much influence in the political field. Especially in the County High School, 
there was considerable clerical influence of an undesireable sort, and Youth 
Parson B UER won a large part of the youth for his social functions and consider- 
ably decreased the influence of the FDJ (East German Free Touth - Freien Deutsche© 
vungend) at that school. 

Tae chief of the MfS county branch office regularly informs the 1st 
County Secretary of the SET personally in confidential meetings about certain 
results of the spying activities of tha State Security Service. 

As shown in the instance of the state structure, the MfS maintains 
connections through contact people to each plant, each agricultural production 
cooperative, scientific institution, each residential area and village. For 
certain sectors (for inatanos science, industry, agriculture, eta.) one officer 
of the agency witn his staff is responsible. Host of the information collected 
in this manner ia stored and used for analyses in which emphasis is placed on \ 
reality and characterisation of the real situation. Such material is forwarded 
to the district branch office, where it is condensed and transmitted to the cam- 1 
tral security service. Die latter service prepares thee to be used as personal \ 
information by ths members of the Politboro which serves as the basis for e 
tral measures.

This refers also to the work of the MfS in regions outside of the restricted 
border gone, thus, all the other regions, towns, enterprises, state organs, 
border districts, -ate • which are located near the border. 



The state s eeurlty work at ths border is well organised and defined 
ainong the participating security organs. It covers all departments or eompe 
tencice in the territory. These activities are carried out on the East German 
aide as well as in the "western outpost area" and also in the border areas in 
West Germany* It extends to the Bast German border units, police, and the 
whole population in the border area and ell official institutions. 



The state security work within the military units of the East German 
amy and in the western^jy^post area -s carried out ay the security officers of 
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be border units. ' Pull-time security organs are attached to the Border tegiment 
In SALZWEDEL and la all highsr headquarters, such as la the superior brigade 
UbVkIIDE. In order to accomplish their tasks, the security offioere et these 
aedquarters have et their dispose! e varied system of resoureoe. for inetaaoe, 
scurity officers and e liaison emu among the lever ranks up to the company level* 
be security office at the headquarters is always well informed about the idoelog- 
sal situation aoong the emlisted personnel, negative letto logical concentre tioas, 
ad unsecurity factors. This offioe knows exactly the border seeurity system, 
aeluding the special un-oiaed infiltration path, which le even not known to the 
ompany coeaaender. These infiltration paths are also used by the army seeurity 
rgana.

On this the type of activities of the 
ustom and border units, English officer groups* etc. was evaluated. The bet- 
a lion commanders situation report was based on the results of activities of 
he regimental seeurity organs. 

These security organs of the regiment kept up s well organized and 
te-dy contact with the district office of state security. At regular meetings 
nveetigation results were exchanged and the situation on ths border discussed, 
hese meetings took place in eeparate buildings and apartaients in the border ^ 
roe. In the 03TERBURG district often a weekend house on the Lake Arend was 
nod. This house was rented for this purpose by the State Seeurity District 
»ffloe in KAGDEBUBG. As a rule, the state nceurity officers, who were assigned 
4> the army, wore civilian clothes on this and other occasions. When performing 
.heir duties near the border Installations, for instance, at officers observation 
oats, they did not woar their real Insignia of rank (for instance a major ap- 
>ears as a lieutenant or senior lieutenant J • 

The duty of the seeurity organs in the border units is also the political 
lupervieion (shadowing) of the officere of the border unit. The seeurity officers 
tork on this closely together with the official regimental or battalion Party 
iccretary and exchange their information. In 1968, the 1st company of the 1st 
battalion (in the area AUlA GEN-WAN ZER) near the Elbe river was such a focal 
joint. In this area and especially in this sector which was guarded by this 
regiment frequent border crossings took place. 
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2n consequence the Party had continuous discussions vdth the officer 
wllective of this company, as a raault of which there ware also some reassign-; : J < ; 
asnte. The officers ware accused of regularly watching western television broad- 
leete, of negligent rig ilanee, and af haying und erect ima ted Waat German imparls 1- , 
Lam, which supposedly affactad thalr duty performance ahd had aa well a negative 
tffact on the political and ideologies! •duo* t ion in the border company and on 
•attara of border security. 

The security authority in the regimental head quart era haa groat influence 
w& the clarification of eaah "border violation" case. In any case involving a 
suosessful border crossing, this office receives the first word of the event, and " 
investigates the faste of this incident. In a caae in which the border violator 
la captured, (there wore nine or tan cases during the la. at year) he will be brou^Jt 
firet of all to the amy security authority, This authority haa tha right to 
perform the first interrogation. After the aecurity authority haa received all 
necessary information and interrogation results, the priaonar will be handed over 
to the civilian court and aecurity oramne. The HfS Diatrict Offica takes over 
where tha jurisdiction of the military aecurity organs ends. The distriot office) 
haa a specially trained officer for border inoident problems*. He has his own 
department with a staff of official eBtployeea and a net of liaison-men. It haa ■ 
to be pointed out that the head of the diatrict office in border diatricta la 
chiefly responsible for the security on the border and haa to deal with priority 
with theae problems and be continuously wall informed about the political and 
idea logical situation among the border population. All persona who work and are 
re aid en ts in the restricted border area have to be analysed in respect of thalr 
loyalty and attitude towards the Party and }> overnment and the border aecurity 
meaaurea of the rlniatry of State Security. Tne diatrict office has a Hat of 
naoaa of all untrustworthy and negatively minded persona In the restricted area 
(the list of names la available here). This Hat la continuously amended and 
coordinated with the SEE and etate organs (conspiratlvely). It deals with this 
circle of persons who in a certain situation (period of tense political situation, 
etc.) will be taken into ouatody (aa a first measure) by the diatrict action 
aortic In accordance of an operation plan and order of the diet riot office head 
of the Klniatry cf State Security. In corresponding staff practleea of the 
diatrict action management, this la the first routine pinpoint in the decision 
of the diatrict office head which he aubitita for confirmation to the chairmen 
of the district action management (1st diatrict secretary) . It refers to a 
fixed circle of persona in the hinterland. 

the district office precisely analyses the approach roada of border * 
viol- tors to the border, the weak spots in t .e obstacle system, the main reasons 
of border violations, and draws conclusions from this for coordinated operational 
measures in the corresponding regions. Tne district office has established not 
only in tne restricted zone but also in the hinterland of the border area, a 
system of co-workers # who cooperate with thev especially for this purpose (bor- 
der security).

In 1964 tne control along the Kibe river (and for sure on other transit 
waterways frox West Germans; to TEST B HULK and from the CSSH to HAMBURG) waa • 
taken over by the offices of the Ministry of State Seourity. The bulk of shipping 
conducted in tuis area we a placed under permanent observation. The purpose of 
>hla treasure la to prevent an infiltration of personnel Into and out of last 
Germany by .i.eans cf the river navigation* further, another goal is to cut off the 
Infiltration of publications and political literature and te prevent the estab- 
lishment of eapionage contacts, there exists in this respect a a caret decision 
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of the secretary's office of the Central Committee of the SID and a similar order > 
of the iinistr, of State Security, This decision determines that the district 
office head of tiic state security and the 1st secretary of the SEE have to build 
up throug.. joint responsibility an observation unit along transit rivers. These 
observ rs h/iv. to be politically instructed and in their work trained for a fu- 
ture regular c; operation with the above offices. 

Four such observer groups, each three to six r.en strong, were built up 
•long the Ubf river in WAHRKNBERG, SCHOBWB'rBG, WERBEN and 5ANDAU.il i!0L? in the 
region of the i^TERrSUflG district. Similar groups, under the authority of the 
same responsiole offices of the neighboring districts, were established on the 
right river bank of the Elbe river. From time to time the district office heads 
of the ?-*ii',istry of Security coordinate and evaluate the operations of these 
groups on both river banks. The district office head sends reports periodically 
through the regional office about the results of the operation of these groups 
to the Central Office of the Ministry of State Security. 

The observer groups sre organized as follows: Ihe members of these 

groups are true and reliable SED Party members j in extreme cases they can be 
also n. bors • other political parties or persons not affiliated to a party. 
Ttiv group 1 der is politically the most trustworthy member in each group. In 
the sphere- of ti.eir activities nobody knows personally the members of these 
groups, t't&cxr activities are strictly kept secret and they 8re assigned to 
their dutj according to an unknown system. The members of these groups are 
i*ually camouflaged as sport fiah^rmen, cattlemen, or boatmen, etc., who for 
sporting or rofessional or other reason can stay on the river bank without 
becoming svs^^ct , when they in a certain way (direct line of the sector leader) 
take conic ct . ith the district office. Hie western country ships, which have 
special i-oorinr. places for their overnight stopovers, are especially observed 
by tnirt ix, t?.od. 

The ■ :'ir.,v of the 1st district secretary of the 3ED is to visit personally 
these t rov.x n rer^l~rly every three months, instruct them mbout new regulations 
etc., and t: evaluate the results of their activities. On these visits the 
secretary is accompanied by the district office head of the /ministry of Security 
of tii is particular district. These meetings do not take place in public build- 
ings, restaurants, etc., but conspiratively in apartments of this or other mem- 
ber of these groups. 

While three to five years ago the work of these groups was evaluated 
from time to time at the SH> secretary's office meetings, presently it is 
handled between the leading functionaries of the parties concerned. The district 
operation man^gcaeufa receives from time to time a short report. Therefore, Source 
does net know cny results about the activities of these groups. During the Soviet 
occupation of Czechoslovakia, the observation system was strengthened rn^ain and 
the 'Vjective was the observation of the behavior of the Csech boatmen.

The observation of the leading functionaries of a district is a special 
task of the district office of the Ministry of Security. The principle of oper- 
ation is that the observed person under no circumstance should be informed that 
he is under observation.

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PART III. (S/NFD) INTELLIGENCE AND SECURITY SERVICES (U) 

J[^^/H7D) National Executive : Both the Socialist Unity Party of Germany 
[$ozicLU6tL&cht EinhtAJUpaxtii Vzu£6chJUndU>) (SED), the East German 
Communist Party, and the government have separate security and intelligence 
organizations, and both are engaged in domestic and foreign operations. 
Chart III-l, Appendix 3, shows the organization of the Soviet Zone 
Germany (SZG) party and government intelligence community. 

1. Mission : In the SZG government there is no agency or committee 
responsible for the formulation of overall policy for intelligence and 
security and its control. The SED is the controlling and directing force 
for thi : East Germans in their limited influence over the SZG intelligence 
and security services, as well as the KorminiltUcht VcvUzi. VzuttchZcindU 
(KPD) , (Communist Party of Germany) (in West Germany), the communist front 
organizations and the party itself. 

» 

2. Function : The party system of security control has four main 
objectives: safeguarding its own internal security; developing the SZG 
security organs and armed forces to control the population without assis- 
tance from Russian forces; and maintaining the Party's independent mechanism 
for watching the public. In its foreign, or "transborder," operations 
(meaning these across contiguous land borders, as distinct from operations 
through intervening countries) the SED concentrates on one main goal: 

The destruction of the German Federal Republic (GFR) and domination of 
all the German people. 

3. Organization : SED intelligence and control functions are accomplished 
through two groups, the Central Party Control Commission {ZtnVuLtt PasU&L, 
KonVwtL KovmUtion) (ZPKK), responsible directly to the Politburo, headed 

by SED First Party Secretary and actual head of the East German state, 
Walter Ulbricht, and the Commission for Security Questions [KowruAtion 
(Ju€A SichojihtAJtb ftagen) of the Central Committee of_the SED. It is estimated 
that within the SED security system some 3,000 party functionaries are 
engaged full-time in security work, either as members or collaborators of 
the Central Party Control Conmission or the Security Commission mechanisms. 
These functionaries work both directly and through the other party government 
organs and form the heart of the entire GDR security structure. 

a. Central Party Control Commission : This commission is responsible 
for the maintenance of the internal security of the SED itself. As is shown 
in Chart III-2, Appendix 3, it also supervises subordinate control commissions 
at the district level (BtziAk* PaAttl Kon&iot KomuMtlontn) (BPKK) and at the 
county level [lOitU PaJUli KontAol Korml66iontn) (KPKK). Control conmissions 
built into every party directorate constitute special structures charged with 
maintaining the unity and purity of the SED and initiating and supervising 
disciplinary action against party members when necessary. They also act as 
watchdogs for hostile and traitorous elements within the party and keep 
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certain record* on party members. The Central Party Control Commission 
maintains close relations with the Control Commission of the KPD, and 
both monitor the security of the KPD members. The chief of the ZPKK 
is also a member of the Politburo. A control conmisBion at any given 
level consists of a fev party functionaries, only one of whom works full- 
time as a coHmission employee. The rest, elected by the membership and 
subject to the approval of the Politburo, are first, governmental officials 
or officers and second, ZPKK members. 

b. Comission for Security Questions : A part of the Central Com- 
mittee of the SED, this committee has the responsibility for monitoring 
the securttjr-of the government, particularly in forestalling possible 
counterrevolutionary attempts by groupB within the army, police, or 
paramilitary groups that are armed, trained, and organized as such. The 
comission chief has full membership in the Politburo and acts as chairman 
of its sessions in the absence of First Secretary Walter Ulbricht. In 
addition to reviewing and formulating security policy, the comission, 

as indicated in Chart III-2, Appendix 3, supervises the Security Department 
[Abtellung SicheJthtit) of the SED Central Committee which, through 
special divisions (number unknown), monitors security and checks on the 
status of indoctrination and training of the Rational People's Army, 
Ministry for State Security {Hinl6teAMm (ueA StanXAtickeXhbCt) (MfS), 
the People's Police; [VoUupotizti] (VOPO), the Alert Police (BeAe^t6cM^- 
potlztl) , factory militia (KampigKupptn) , Society for Sport and Technical 
Skills [Gt&lLUchait SponX and Tichriik) (GST) and miscellaneous sport 
groups. The Security Department deals directly with the Main Administration 
for Intelligence ( Hauptv Vuoattung £uVi Au^fetaeAung) (HVA) of the MfS. It 
is also responsible for the supervision of the SED party buildings and 
personnel. 

c. Department for All-German Questions [KbtbilunQ ju&i Gu asntdtutb die 
fKagzn ) : As shown in Chart III-2 this department, which is charged with 
dairying out the transborder operations of the SED, Ts also a part of the 
Central Committee. Coordination between the SED control -organs , the other 
party organizations, and the governmental departments is believed to be 
achieved' on the principle that the official SZG services have a monopoly 
of those operations which involve espionage and require the employment of 
skilled and professionally controlled agents, targeted directly against 
hostile governmental organs. The political organizations handle those 
operations engaged primarily in other forms of subversion, with information 
as a by-product. Covert transborder objectives include procurement of 
scarce commercial items, funds and commercial information; creation of 
disorder, disaffection, doubt, atomic scares, fear of war, defeatism and 
other moods and attitudes among the West German population, calculated 

to make it more vulnerable or resigned to conquest; dissemination of 
pro-comunist propaganda; compromise and attrition of the Social Democratic 
Party of Germany (SPD); collection of political information; instigation 
of incidents usable for propaganda activity within the SZG; development 
of secret collaborators in the West; commercial and financial infiltration; 
and corruption, subversion, and exploitation. 
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d. Traffic Department of the Central Committee [VVikeJvu Abttitung) : 
This department supports but does not direct the transborder operations of 
the SED. It is responsible to the Department for All -German Questions for 
the conveyance of propaganda and other materials, as veil as agents to and 
from the border, but is not directly under the department's control. It 
coordinates vith the SZG governmental components having border control 
authority and vith the underground organizations in the West' to assure 
passage of men and material through the zonal and sector border. It appears 
to maintain clandestine crossing points rather than make use of those 
established by other SZG organizations. The Traffic Department is organized 
into three large area divisions: North, Middle, and South. Lover echelons, 
it is believed, are organized into "action teams" for specific assignments. 
The Traffic Department insures that the Frontier Police physically assist 
couriers to cross the border to West Germany, and smuggle out bulk materials 
in trucks^ trains, ships, and barges. The Traffic Department has demon- 
strated considerable capability in smuggling persons and material into 
the West. 



k. Capability : At the present time there is -little likelihood that 
the East German people could dislodge the SED regime by internal revolt, 
or that covert foreign-based efforts could have any significant effect. 
In its transborder operations, the SED has control over and cooperation 
vith about 7,000 hard-core KPD members, backed by a folloving of fellow 
travelers, crypto-communists and sympathizers estimated at about 140,000 
persons. The illegal KPD, partially in support of its subversive opera- 
tions, operates a substantial "party information" mechanism, which con- 
stantly funnels largely unclassified but highly useful information back 
to the SED, and constitutes a valuable adjunct to the regular intelligence ~ 
services. The SED-KPD has demonstrated considerable ability to move funds 
secretly and to conceal the true ownership through its illegal funding and 
trading mechanism vhich operates a sort of communist business community in 
Western Europe. With its large number of party and non-party informers, 
the SED has expressed itself as satisfied vith the capabilities of the 
internal security mechanism of the SZG in all areas except industry. He^e, 
it iB believed security is also adequate. Damage to equipment and 
plants, faulty products, and production breakdowns" are ascribed to delib- 
erate sabotage or the operations of "foreign agents,"- when they are 
actually the result of blunders and incompetence of industrial personnel. 

Bv^ttXS/HFD ) Ministry of National Defense : Subordinate to this ministry are 
the military intelligence agencies of the SZG. The Administration for 
Coordination ( VzAwattung tfueA KooKdimit^ing ) (VfK) is the primary military 
intelligence service. There is also Administration 1, Main Staff, National 
People's Army and the Independent Department of the Political Administration 
within the ministry. 

1. Administration for Coordination (VfK) (See Chart III-3, Appendix 3) 

a. Mission : The VfK is charged vith the positive collection of 
military information. 
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b. Function : The VfK procures general military information and 
scientific and technical intelligence. It is also responsible for pro- 
curing information on the armaments industry of the Western countries 
and for the preparation of its intelligence reports. The VfK has no 
counterintelligence function. 

c. Organization : The VfK and the other intelligence and security 
services of the SZG use the principle of "opposite numbers" in their 
organizations. Thus SZG transport officers vork against GFR transport 
officers; students vork against students, and labor unions against labor 
unions. The VfK has a Command-Control Section which includes, a chief and 
several deputies. The Deputy Chief for Operations is in charge of Main 
Department A, C, and T, and responsible for training and liaison with 
the Ministry of National Defense, the HVA, and the First Administration 
of the Croizp'of Soviet Forces, Germany. The Deputy Chief for Organization 
is in charge of the departments responsible for providing financial, 
administrative, and logistical support, and also administrative officers 
for the VfK Academy and Communications Department. The Deputy Chief for 
Political Affairs controls and directs the political training of all 
officers of the VfK and is responsible to the SED Central Committee 
Security Department. The MfS-VfK liaison officer is also located in 

this Command-Control Section. The VfK has the following components: 

(1) Main Department A : This main department is assigned the task 
of collecting tactical intelligence of the GFR Armed Forces and NATO, 
units in the GFR. It is composed of the following departments: Department 
1 is targeted against the GFR Ministry of Defense and NATO forces in the 
GFR; Department 2 operates against uniformed police within 50 km of the 
border and the West Berlin Police. Department 3 is targeted against the 
West German and other NATO logistical installations in the GFR; Department 
k procures information on the GFR and on NATO air forces ; Department 5 is 
responsible for special operational support and assistance vork. 

(2) Main Department B : This main department compiles, evaluates, 
and disseminates intelligence reports and estimates derived from infor- 
mation from many sources other than the VfK. It is organized as follows: 
Department 1 is responsible for the exploitation, evaluation, and dissemi- 
nation of, information produced by Main Department A; Department 2 is 
responsible for the exploitation, evaluation, and dissemination of infor- 
mation produced by Main Department C; Department 3 is responsible for 

the exploitation, evaluation, and dissemination of information produced 
by Main Department T; Department k is responsible for the analysis and 
exploitation of the foreign press with the' exception of the GFR and of 
West Berlin; Department 5 is targeted against the GFR and West Berlin 
press; Department 6 produces economic intelligence reports; and Department 
7 analyzes, evaluates, and disseminates map data. This main department 
also supplies interpreters. 

(3) Main Department C : It is responsible for the procurement 

of strategic intelligence on NATO forces in Western Europe. This main 
department supervises the four operational bases located at Erfurt, 
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Madgeburg, Leipzig, and Schwerin, in the SZG. Each of these bases has a 
different area of responsibility. Main Department C, in addition to the 
four operational bases, has the following departments: Department 1 con- 
trols operations against NATO land forces outside the GFR; Department 2 
controls operations against SATO naval forces and GFR naval forces; 
Department 3 conducts operations against HATO air forces in Western Europe; 
and Department k works against NATO military forces in West Berlin. 

(M Main Department T : It is responsible for collecting scientific 
and technical intelligence within Western Europe; however, it has confined 
its operations to targets in the GFR. This main department has three 
working groups with varying responsibilities. Department 1 procures 
informatfon on the West German and European armaments industry, while 
Department 2 is responsible for procuring information from Western chemical 
factories, and Department 3 procures information on European weapons 
and weapons systems. 

(5) Department D : This department provides technical support and 
technical equipment. It has Section 1, which is responsible for photo- 
graphic support; Section 2, which is responsible for document forgery 
and non -photographic reproduction; Section 3, which produces concealment 
devices; and Section U, which provides special chemical support. 

(6) Department F : It provides radio and communications support; 
trains VfK members and agents as radio operators; and monitors Western 
radio traffic. Department F has an internal communications group, 
agent radio communications group, a radio interception group, and a 
maintenance and repair section. 

(7) Independent Department X : This is the cryptographic department. 
It maintains close liaison with Main Department XI of the MfS. 



(8) Department V : This department provides tfce -logistic and admini- 
strative support for the VfK. Section 1 performs the general procurement 
functions while Section 2 manages the VfK canteen, lounge, warehouse 
facilities, and rations. Section 3 controls the administrative functions 
which deal with clothing, weapons, ammunition and special devices. Section 
h is responsible for buildings, grounds, and quarters maintenance, and 
Section 5 maintains the telephone facilities. 

(9) Independent Department S : This department operates the VfK 
training school at Klietz-Tangermuende. The academy has been operating 
since 1953 and is known officially as the "Language School of the Ministry 
of Defense." It has three groups of courses. The first group is general 
and includes political indoctrination; the second group, "Class I," provides 
training in clandestine operations; and the third group, "Class II," pro- 
vides training in research and reporting. 

(10) Department GW : This department is concerned with the theft of 
material from hostile countries (particularly from the GFR) which appears 
important to the VfK, the abduction of knowledgeable persons, and sabotage. 
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(11) The VfK also has Department K which controls personnel admini- 
stration, and Department SK which controls nonoperational correspondence 
and maintains a registry and the archives. 

d. Capability 

(1) The VfK has some internal problems that have limited its 
effectiveness. Because it and the HVA operate against foreign nations 
only, there is acute jealously between the two services, with the HVA 
being the winner in any disputed operation. There is also competition 
between the departments within the VfK, and one department will conceal 
one of its sources from another department which may have need of that 
sour ce. Because the VfK is a military service, the SED keeps stringent 
controls- over it and has developed an elaborate system of political 
indoctrination which hampers the actual operations of the service. The 
VfK is highly compartmentalized and very independent of the other 
services. 

(2) In evaluating the capabilities of the VfK, the" following points 
also hold true for all the security and intelligence services of the 
SZG. The SZG has developed within a very short period a large intel- 
ligence and security community which has produced many unsuitable 
operatives. The services have been hurt by the mass immigration of 
capable men. The prime requisite for employment in the intelligence 
and security service is loyalty to the SED and the regime. This has 

a two- fold effect. It limits the employment of otherwise capable 

men and, on the other hand, provides a secure force as exemplified by 

the fact that as of the end of 1965* out of a total of 20,000 individual 

staff employees of the elite intelligence and security services, 

only some 300 persons are known to have defected to the West. 
■* 

2. Administration 1, Main Staff, National People's Army (MFNV) 

) 

a. Mission : The mission of Administration 1 is^txr collect tactical 
intelligence for the National People's Army. _ 

b. -Functions : This administration plans reconnaissance aspects 
of maneuvers, train troops in reconnaissance tactics, and collects 
order of battle intelligence on NATO forces. It formulates intelligence 
requirements levied upon the VfK and othe/ SZG intelligence collection 
organizations . 

c. Organization : Administration 1 has at least three departments: 
Training, Planning, and Information. It carries on very limited trans- 
border activities. This administration maintains close liaison with 
the MfS and the Security Department of the SED. 

d. Capability It is probable that the tactical intelligence 
coverage of the GFR is adequate. 
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3. Independent Department of Political Administration (Psychological 
Warfare ) 

a. Mission : It is responsible for conducting ideological-political 
propaganda and agitation activities directed against the GFR Armed Forces, 
veterans, and other male groups. 

b. Functions : It collects by all means available the information 
needed to perform its mission; prepares agitation and propaganda material 
and guides; conducts the secret dispatch of agitators and propaganda 
material to the West, and undertakes the development of an underground 
psychological warfare organization in West Germany. 

c-. - - -Organization : This administration has a Command-Control Section 
which~Ts composed of a chief, a deputy for organizational work, a deputy 
for ideological work, a cadre chief, a secretary, and an MfS liaison 
officer. It is composed of the following departments: 

(1) Department A : This department is responsible for psychological 
warfare against the GFR Armed Forces. It is composed of three sections. 

(2) Department B : Department B conducts psychological operations 
targeted against GFR draft-age youths, veterans, and similar groups. 
It is composed of two sections, one concentrating on persons fit for 
military service and the other on veterans and militia organizations . 

(3) Department C : This department is responsible for the distribution - 
of propaganda material within the GFR. 

{k) Depart nent D : This is the editorial office. It reviews and 
approves the propaganda material of Departments A and B. 

(5) Department E : It provides the general administration functions 
of finance, supply, communications, classified document control, and records. 

d. Capabilities : This independent department has. a very capable 
network of agents. It delivers propaganda from the SZG into the GFR 
through varying methods. It uses letters mailed by its sources within 
the GFR, addresses by loudspeaker and leaflets shot by rocket across 
the border or handed out at checkpoints, as well as radio broadcasts 
covering the entire GFR. It has been able to embarrass the GFR propaganda 
services in a few instances. 

C\^xJr&ftlTD) Ministry for State Security (MfS) : This ministry is subordinate 
to the Council of Ministers and is the major governmental organization 
responsible for security and intelligence operations. The MfS has three 
main sections. One section is responsible for counterintelligence and 
domestic security and is also referred to as the MfS. Another section, 
the Main Administration for Intelligence (HVA), conducts foreign intel- 
ligence operations. The third section, Main Administration for Management 
and Logistics ( Hauptv eAW&Ltung BmiKt^cMiting/VcAimXXung) (HVB), performs 
administrative and logistical functions for both the MfS and the HVA. 
(See Chart III-U, Appendix 3) -7- 
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1. Counterintelligence and Domestic Security (MfS) (See Chart III-5, 
Appen di x 3) 



a. Mission : The mission of this agency includes covert collection 
activities against, and infiltration of, the German Federal Republic (GFR); 
control of the internal security of the SZG; and subversion and espionage 
directed against the GFR. It should be noted that the communist concept 
of counterintelligence includes not only the frustration of operations 

of hostile intelligence, but also the mission of destroying them at their 
source . 

b. Functions : The MfS recruits informers who supply information on 
persons and their secret activities in the SZG military, police, transpor- 
tation sector, industrial sector, scientific sector, technical sector, 
agricultural sector, political and government sector, and any other group, 
organization or profession in the SZG. It maintains and operates prisons 
for both criminal and political offenders, and also for principal govern- 
mental officials, leading party functionaries, visiting dignitaries, and 
key governmental installations. The MfS mounts disruptive operations 
against hostile intelligence organizations both internally and externally. 

c. Organization 

(1) The head of the MfS is the Ministerial Headquarters which consist 
of command sections, main departments, departments, and sections, which 
are grouped into command, operations, support complexes, and district 
field offices. The MfS at ministerial level is subordinate to a first 
deputy minister and two deputy ministers. The first deputy minister 
controls the operations of Main Department I and acts as chief when the 
minister is absent. There is a deputy minister who coordinates the 
operations of Main Departments II, VII, and XX. Another deputy minister 
coordinates the operations of Departments VI, XVIII, and XIX. There are 
special deputies who coordinate the executive action Departments VIII , 

IX, XIV, and the administrative and other supporting departments. 

(2) At the ministerial level only, there is an Agitation Department 
which coordinates and supervises propaganda and public relations efforts; 
an inspection staff which seems to function on an ad koc basis as needed; 

a war planning group; and a "Kollegium," consisting of the deputy ministers 
and one or two invited officers who discuss plans, regulations, problems, 
and express their collective opinion. On both the ministerial and district 
level, there are information groups which prepare information reports on 
such matters as public opinion trends and statistics on matters affecting 
the security of the SZG, and also a standing staff committee consisting of 
the most competent chiefs of the MfS headquarters who handle a wide range 
of emergencies throughout the MfS. The chain of command runs from the 
minister through the appropriate deputy to the chief of the responsible 
main department, then to the district chief, and then to the corresponding 
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county office. At every level the Command-Control Section performs the 
functions of general coordination and supervision. Within the command 
sections are located the chiefs or deputy chiefs. The existence of the 
deputy chiefs enables a given department to operate vertically or 
horizontally with great flexibility. The "deputy system" of the Command- 
Control Section expedites coordination and other actions since only a 
few men at the top are involved. The MfS is organized into main depart- 
ments and departments which are responsible for some particular aspect 
of security or counterintelligence work. 

(3) Main Department I : This main department is responsible for 
the security of the armed forces of the SZG and, since November 1961 
when it Acquired the Reconnaissance Department of the Border Police 
(vhich_vas~incorporated into the National People's Army) it has also 
performed a positive intelligence function. The counterintelligence 
component of Main Department I is referred to as the AbttidiA and the 
positive intelligence component is referred to as the Au^klcLC/Lung . 
The organization of this main deparment conforms to the structure of 
the armed forces so that it has no "district" headquarters and in this 
respect is different from other departments. Main Department I has action 
departments and sections at respective armed forces headquarters with a 
representative staff in Berlin. These support departments have large 
staffs concentrated at the ministerial level. The Reconnaissance 
Department has its field representation at border brigade headquarters 
and its subordinate units are stationed in the demarcation line areas. 
The security components of Main Department I are organized into sub- 
departments which have specific responsibility for the security of the 
army, navy, air, and border forces. The sub departments have subordinate 
units which are responsible for suborganizations at lower echelons in 
the respective armed forces. 

(a) The operational departments of Main Department I (Main Depart- 
ment 1/1 through 1/6) have the following functions: Main Department 1/1 
is responsible for the security in the headquarter^- staff of the Ministry 
for National Defense; Main Department 1/2 is responsible for the security 
and protection of Military District V, while Main Department 1/3 controls 
the -security of Military District III; Main Departments iA, 1/5, and 1/6 
are responsible for the security of the naval, air, and ground forces. 

(b) Main Department I is unique in its organizational structure in 
having the following support departments (Main Departments 1/7 through 
1/12) whose functions parallel those of other main departments and depart- 
ments that are directly subordinate to the Ministry. Main Departments I/T» 
located at the Berlin headquarters, supervises the operations of main 
departments I/l through 1/6 of Main Department I. Main Department 1/8 
performs surveillance, audio surveillance, and arrest tasks for the 
operational components of Main Department I. Main Department 1/9 performs 
interrogation and preparation of cases for the other components of Main 
Department I. Main Department 1/10 supervises the security of the MfS 
Alert Police in the Berlin-Adlershof area. Main Department I/ll probably 
conducts cryptoconmuni cations and handles teleconmuni cations . Main 
Department 1/12 conducts record keeping, file searching, and name tracing - 




(c) The Reconnaissance Department, Main Department 1/ Au^kXAZXung, 
conducts collection and dissemination of border intelligence through the 
interrogation and investigation of covert border crossers, and through 
the recruitment and employment of secret agents against Western border 
control organizations. It also conducts border security liaison vith 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, and other satellite border guard units. 

(U) Main Department II : This department is responsible for the 
conduct and control of SZG aggressive counterintelligence operations 
targeted against Western intelligence services which seek to penetrate 
the SZG^_" It-also conducts operations which are directed toward harassing 
and embarrassing Western intelligence services and engages in burglaries 
and abductions in the GFR. It often develops agents who supply positive 
intelligence. The organization of this main department has subordinate 
departments 1 through 7 at ministerial and district levels. 

(a) Department 1, with three sections, operates against US intel- 
ligence and counterintelligence services in the GFR. 

(b) Department 2 contains three sections operating against the 
United Kingdom intelligence services in the GFR. 

(c) Department 3 operates against the French intelligence agencies 
in the GFR. 

(d) Department U operates against the GFR intelligence agencies 
with operational tarpets as follows: Section A is targeted against 
the Federal Office for the Protection of the Constitution (BfV) and 
the State Offices for the Protection of the Constitution (LfV); Section 
B is targeted against the GFR Army; Section C is targeted against the 
Federal Information Service (BND); Section D is targeted against 
hostile radio operators and transmitters. ~ 

(e) Department 5, "Special Section," deals with counterintelligence 
matters involving foreigners residing in Bautzen, a camp or prison 
housing transient foreign nationals. 

(f) Department 6 exploits counterintelligence potential of 
foreigners in special camps for use against emigre organizations in 
the GFR. 

(g) Department 7 conducts investigations of visitors from Western 
countries . 

(5) Department VI : This department is responsible for the security 
of the armament industry, the nuclear industry, and the supervision of 
armament plans and programs. It engages in covert collection efforts 
directed at obtaining West German and foreign scientific and technical 
information. It also frequently employs groups composed of the most 
capable staff members who are dispatched to critical areas an^instal- 
lations to check on progress and to advise the local department 
staff 8 on ways and means to develop the best possible coverag^^of- their 
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targets. Department VI has the following components: Department 1 which 
is responsible for the security of the aircraft industry and aircraft 
research; Department 2 (functions not known); Department 3 which is 
concerned with the security of nuclear research personnel and projects; 
Department h (functions not known); and Department 5 which is involved 
with the SZG small arms industry. 

(6) Main Department VII : This main department is responsible for 
the counterintelligence protection and exploitation of the defensive 
organs of the Ministry of the Interior. These organs include the Main 
Administration for the German People f s Police (HVdVP), the prisons, the 
Office for Customs and Control of Freight of the GDR (AZKW), and the 
SZG«ception centers for returnees and asylum-seeking foreigners. It 
conducts counterintelligence operations against the GFR police and 
prisons system, and exploits prisoners to be used as informants and 
transborder crossers. This main department performs a multitude 

of tasks, such as the collection, evaluation, and'dissemination of 
material of interest to other components of the MfS; the maintenance 
of a reference and research library containing address books, phone 
books, maps, and newspapers published in the SZG; and thy exploitation 
of the operational potential inherent in the informant networks conducted 
by the police. This main department has the following components: 

(a) Department 1 is concerned with the security of the HVdVP. 

(b) Department 2 is responsible for the operational security of 
the SZG, East Berlin borders, and counterintelligence activities in 
refugee camps in West Berlin and the GFR. 

(c) Department 3 controls the security of the AZKV, the reception 
camps, and the handling of foreigners from the West seeking asylum in 
the SZG. 

(7) Main Department VIII : This is the covert investigation and 
arrest arm of the MfS and is responsible for the conduct of reconnaissance, 
surveillance, arrests, investigations, surreptitious entries, and some 
abductions in the SZG and GFR. It employs many methods to keep its members 
under very deep cover. It is not authorized to initiate investigations 

or other operations. It receives its assignments from other units of 
the MfS. It is not represented below the district level. The main and 
district headquarters are organized as follows: 

(a) Department 1 is composed of Section 1 which conducts nonsensitive 
surveillance in East Berlin, Section 2 which conducts sensitive surveillance 
primarily in East Berlin, and Section 3 which arrests suspects. 

(b) Department 2 is composed of Section 1 which conducts all types 
of investigations as levied by other components of the MfS, Section 2 
which performs clandestine searches, and Section 3 which is responsible 
for the maintenance, security, and operation of covert facilities. 
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(c) Department III performs investigations and surveillance in the 

GFR. 



(d) Department V is responsible for the procurement, issue, and main- 
tenance of supplies and equipment. 

(e) Department VII conducts surveillance of SZG visitors both inside 
and outside the SZG. 

(8) Main Department IX : This main department is responsible for 
the collection of evidence against, and the interrogation of, prisoners 
of the MfS; the preparation of case files and briefs for court trials; 
the recruitment and management of prison informers; and the maintenance 
of files and^ archives of cases controlled by it. The organizational 
pattern-of Main Department IX is flexible, serving mainly to provide 
specialist groups and allowing a shifting of personnel as needed. Because 
of the vast experience this main department has had, its Judgement on 
whether a case can be prosecuted or not is usually accepted as final. 

It is organized as follows: 

(a) Department 1 handles the interrogation and processing of 
persons charged with espionage, sabotage, and arson. 

(b) Department 2 is responsible for processing suspects held on 
charges of racketeering and other criminal activities within the economic 
system of the SZG. 

(c) Department 3 controls cases involving persons accused of such 
offenses as inciting persons to defect, making seditious remarks against 
the SZG government or the SED, and persons hindering maneuvers of Soviet 
or TTVA troops. 

. (d) Department h evaluates interrogation reports, maintains files, 
archives, and studies of Western intelligence organizations and instal- 
lations. 

(9) Department X : It conducts liaison with the Soviet bloc intel- 
ligence-services , the two principal ones being Czechoslovakia and Poland. 
This is mainly accomplished through assistance to agents transiting the 
SZG-Czech and SZG-Polish borders. 

(10) Department XI : This department controls the security of MfS 
communications; it is responsible for the acceptance, encoding, trans- 
mittal, receipt, decoding, and delivery of messages, and the training 
and inspection of personnel of the armed forces in codes and ciphers. 
It is CQmposed of one section that performs cryptographic work and 
another section which is concerned with the security supervision of all 
personnel of the government and the armed forces who have duties related 
to the cryptographic communications system. 
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(11) Department XII : This department is responsible for the MfS 
central registry; maintenance of lists of missing or vanted persons; 
the compilation and maintenance of operational index cards covering 
persons, equipment, and installations; the maintenance of statistics for 
the MfS, and the coordination and supervision of other MfS files. It 
keeps permanent operational files on persons, cases, installations, and 
working files. Constant liaison with the other Soviet bloc intelligence 
agencies is maintained. File checks are conducted vith other GDR and 
Soviet bloc intelligence agencies. Such checks have been thorough, 
resulting in avoidance of most conflicts in the use of informers, agents, 
or persons working in the intelligence field by more than one agency. 

(12 ) _ Main Department XIV : The administration and physical security 
of the MfS- pr i 8 on s and prisoners is the responsibility of this main 
department. The prison control procedures are those commonly used 
throughout the world in maximum security prisons. 

(13) Department XV : Since 1956 there has been no operational 
Department XV in the MfS. The HVA is represented at "the district level 

in Department XV and conducts positive collection efforts directed against 
a given geographical area in the GFB. For further information on 
Department XV, see paragraph C, 2, c (12) under the HVA. 

ilk) Department XVT : This department has been in existence since 
about 1958 and probably evolved from the prison labor enclaves engaged 
in technical work under Main Department XIV. It is responsible for 
maintaining and repairing motor vehicles for MfS Berlin and for 
managing prison workshops which manufacture agent equipment such as 
cameras and radios. 

(15) Main Department XVIII : This main department is responsible 
for the security of the SZG economy, with the exception of the armament 
industry, and for the supervision of economic and industrial plans and 
programs.. It conducts covert collection efforts directed against the 
GFB and also has the unacknowledged mission of forestalling and breaking 
strikes. This main department and its informers are in all installations 
throughout the economy and it is evident that their activity has hampered 
the productive effort of the economy. It is organized below the district 
level so that its structure is parallel to the installations with which 
it is concerned. At the ministerial and district levels it is organized 
as follows : 

(a) Department 1 has three sections. It i& responsible for the 
security of light and heavy industry at the industry control level. 

(b) Department 2, which has five sections, is responsible for the 
security of heavy industrial establishments at the factory level. 

(c) Department 3 controls the security of light industry components 
and those in the field of finance and construction work at the factory 
level. 
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(d) Department U is responsible for the security of markets in 
rationed goods and agricultural products. 

(e) Department 5 supervises the security of agriculture. 

(f) Department 7 is concerned vith the "intelligensia" in the 
large enterprises. 

(16) Main Department XIX : It controls the security of the trans- 
portation system and the collection of information concerning foreign 
transportation and shipping installations and personnel. It is organized 
as follows r -—- 

(a) Department 1 controls the security of road traffic. 

(b) Department 2 controls the security of navigation and 
the waterways. 

(c) Department 3 controls the security of rail traffic and 
railroads . 

(d) Department h controls the security of the transport police. 

(e) Department 5 is responsible for the security of non-military 
air traffic and civilian airports and facilities. 

(f) There is also a Department Hafen which performs offensive 
and defensive counterintelligence activities against Western maritime 
installations , shipping, and personnel. Department Hafen is found 
only in the Rostock, SZG area. There is a possibility that it is not 
subordinate to Main Department XIX. 

(17) Main Department XX : It controls counterintelligence and 
countersubversive protection of certain government offices and communist 
sponsored political organizations, and is also responsible for political 
counterintelligence and political harassment operations in the GFR. 
This main department employs both aggressive and defensive functions 
and is organized at the ministerial and district levels. 

(a) Department 1 is responsible for the security of certain SZG 
government establishments such as the Ministry of Health and Education, 
Ministry of Justice, Supreme Court, Office of the Attorney General, 
Ministry of Culture, Ministry of Posts and Communications, Ministry 

of Labor, and for the State Committee for Radio and Television. 

(b) Department 2 is responsible for all SED institutions and 
for counterintelligence and counterespionage activity against the 
SPD in the GFR. 
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(c) Department 3 is responsible for the security and counterintel- 
ligence protection of the Free German Federation of Trade Unions (FDGB, 
SZG), aggressive transborder counteraction against the German Federation 
of Labor (DGB-GFR), and security functions relative to miscellaneous 
groups and parties. 

(d) Department k controls activity against "bourgeois" and "rightist" 
organizations and the central offices of all church institutions. 

(e) Department 5 investigates underground activity in the SZG. 

^-f) Department 6 conducts operations within the German Gymnastic 
and Sport Federation, the State Secretariat for Universities and Technical 
School Matters, and the Committee for Tours and Excursions. 

(18) Department 21 : This department is responsible for the 
investigation of MfS staff members and prevention of defections. It is 
possible that one member of this department is found at every district 
administration to maintain coverage of all former East German Intelligence 
Service (EGIS) members in that area of Jurisdiction. 

(19) Other Departments : There may be at least ten additional 
departments within the MfS numbered from 22 upwards. These departments 
are operational and technical departments, and responsible for such 
matters as handwriting analysis, photo analysis, bogus documentation, 
concealment devices, secret writing, and other technical activity. 

(20) Main Department for Personnel and Training : This main depart- 
ment is responsible for MfS personnel and the administration of the 
MfS schools. It has one department, Kader, in which the personnel are 
assigned directly to the HVA and are concerned only with personnel matters 
of the HVA. The most important school operated byrthe MfS is the MfS 
Academy located at Potsdam-Eiche, SZG. 

-(21) Main Department M : This main department is responsible for 
the examination of all mail and telegraph communications in the SZG 
civilian postal system; the removal of all anti-regime propaganda; 
reproduction of all suspicious material; preparation of statistical 
summaries on propaganda and anti-regime materials intercepted; and 
the preparation and circulation of watchlists of proscribed materials. 
The efforts of this main department are primarily directed against 
mail and telegraph comnuni cat ions within the GDR and those between the 
SZG and the West. It has headquarters at each of the lU administrative 
districts and the Administration for Greater Berlin. It has covert mail 
examiners at some 80 major post offices throughout the SZG who are 
referred to as Department XII of the Post Office. The MfS members at 
the major post offices are employed as post office employees and generally 
remain at one office for a long period of time so that they may become 
well-acquainted with the mail they screen. 
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(22) Main Department PS : It is concerned with providing body guards, 
escorts, and drivers for convoys; the protection of the party and govern- 
mental leaders and all visiting dignitaries; the inspection of buildings 

and areas vhere party and governmental officials meet, and with the commander 
of the Mf S Guard Regiment (Wadueg>unen*) . It employs many safeguarding 
techniques and works closely with other MfS departments . It is 
organized as follows: 

(a) Department 1 is responsible for the planning and control 
of all special guarding operations and the deployment of the Guard 
Regiment : " ~~— 

* 

(b) "Department 2 controls the maintenance of personnel employed 
as regular, special, and house guards. 

(c) Department 3 controls the drivers, guards, vehicles, and 
facilities of the main department, 

(d) Department h handles the administrative tasks. 

(e) Department 5 supervises the armed guards at important govern- 
ment installations and controls the company of specialists who super- 
vise the Wachltgijnznt technical arrangements for safeguarding large 
assemblies . 

(f) The Wac/iAep-onent is subordinate to the Main Department 
PS but has its own organizational structure. This regiment is 
composed of four guard battalions, one artillery battalion, six indepen- 
dent companies, and it is comparable to other military units. The 
regiment safeguards parade lines of march, provides guards for all key 
installations and personalities of the SZG government_and the SED officials 
in and around Berlin, and performs duties such as Ceremonial Guard and 
VIP Guard. - 

(23) Department F : This department is responsible for the inter- 
ception of illegal wireless messages and the location of their trans- 
mitters; the operation of wireless training schools and training of 
operators, and radio security. It maintains a school in Bautzen 
which probably operates under the cover of the Society for Sport and 
Technical Skill, which includes many amateur "hams*" 

(2k) Department K : This department is known to have been redesig- 
nated as one of the new departments that are numbered from 22 upwards. 
It performs analysis, use, and development of secret writing; production 
and adaptation of mechanical and electrical devices; analysis and 
comparisons of handwriting, typewriting, and Morse tapes; development 
and construction of concealment devices; and leather working and 
special tailoring. It maintains a photographic laboratory, a printing 
shop, and a rubber stamp shop. 

(25) Department L : At one time designated as Department I4_ 
but now thought to have been redesignated as one of the new departments 
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numbered from 22 upwards, it is responsible for the forgery of documents 
and the manufacture of the paper needed for this purpose. 

(26) Department 0 : This department is the technological eaves- 
dropper of the ministry and has been redesignated as one of the new 
numbered departments. It functions in tvo main groups, utilizing 
telephone intercept and concealed microphones in installations. The 
department employs these techniques against all persons and groups, 
including members of the SED and the SZG government. These activities 
must be approved by high officials. 

( 27-1 — Department R : This department conducts investigations 
and tAaervation of the American, British, and French Military Liaison 
Missions (MLM) in Potsdam. It collects and stores information about 
MLM members that may be coerced or subverted and prepares for future 
coverage in the event that Western embassies become accredited to the 
SZG. The department is organized aB follows: 

(a) Section 1 has subbranch AiuuXAtung which evaluates and 
analyzes all reports on observations of MLM vehicles and personnel, 
and subbranch kbttidvi which investigates contacts of MLM personnel and 
recruits sources. 

(b) Section 2 conducts overt surveillance and harassment of 
MLM vehicles touring the SZG. 

(c) Section 3 handles informants within the MLM. 

(d) Section U performs administrative and logistical support 
for the department. 

( 28 ) Main Department for Documents Control and Searches (HPF) : 
This main department controls procedures at interzonal and intersector 
legal border crossing points. It keeps lists of wanted people, either 
criminal or political, and checks all border crossers against these 
lists. It also oversees the routine functions of documents, currency, 
and customs control for possible forgery and the issuance of visitor 
permits. It is constantly watching for persons who are of possible 
intelligence interest to the MfS. It also conducts surveillance on 
SZG customs personnel for signs of disloyalty. 

(29) Department III — Johannisthal : This department is responsible 
for the preparation of sabotage in the event of hostilities. It maintains 
close coordination with other departments of the MfS and the SED to 
carry out its functions. 

d. Capability : There are about 8,000 officers who are directly 
involved in security work. The MfS has at least 1,000 officers who 
operate transborder operations that have considerably harassed GFR 
intelligence organizations and have caused reorganization or destruction 
of some. The large number of refugees who escaped from the SZG to the GFR 
prior to the building of the Berlin Wall indicated a weakness in the SZG 
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border security. Construction of the wall, however, has greatly reduced the 
number of successful escapes to the GFR. The MfS has the authority to inves- 
tigate and take almost any actions necessary to fulfill the security require- 
ments of the SZG. With this authority and its system of informers, the MfS 
keeps the public in the SZG in a very reluctant xnood to demonstrate its dis- 
content vith the government or party* The MfS has detailed and practical 
alert plan9 which are frequently rehearsed. 

2. Main Administration B (HVB) 

a. Mission : This administrative main department is responsible 
for administrative and logistical support for the MfS and the HVA. 

b. - Functions : It serves as a command channel for already existing 
administrative subdepartments . 

c. Organisation : The following MfS departments are subordinate 
to the HVB. Main Department W, which is represented in all districts, 
is broken down into departments responsible for planning and procurement 
of equipment and supplies, real estate and construction, finance, 
vehicle procurement, and employee benefits and vacations. The Department 
for Communications and Weapons is responsible for regular communications 
facilities and for the storage, issue, and recovery of weapons and 
ammunition. The Department of Finance disburses both operational and 
administrative funds to the MfS offices. The Department of Medical 
Service is responsible for the medical care and immunization of MfS 
members . 



d. Capability : The HVB apparently functions satisfactorily. 
3. Main Administration for Intelligence (HVA) 

a. Mission: The mission of the HVA is to procure positive, clandestine 
intelligence of a political, military, economic, scientific, and technical 
nature on a world-wide scale, and to conduct psychological" warfare operations 
against NATO members. - 



Functions : In carrying out this mission, the HVA employs any 
means necessary to fulfill its requirements. Its agents, operating 
throughout the world, but particularly in the GFR and Western Europe, 
utilize diplomatic, commercial, cultural, and sport group cover. In 
emerging and underdeveloped nations the HVA has managed to place highly 
trained intelligence officers, under the guise of "advisors," in positions 
close to the heads of governments. The HVA also exploits the espionage 
potential of German emigre groups in all strategic areas of the globe. 
An ultimate goal is also recruitment of US, French, or British civilian 
officials or military officers and other personnel. The HVA maintains 
relations with the counterintelligence components of the MfS as a de 
^octc distinct service, although organizationally it is a part of this 
ministry, and exercises at least pre-emptive power over those MfS 
operations which have promise of real intelligence potential. The MfS 
counterintelligence and security components are required to support HVA 
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operations vhen necessary . The HVA is also distinctly the senior service 
vis-a-vis the military services. The Deputy Chief of the HVA maintains 
direct liaison with the Deputy Chief for Operations of the VfK and gives 
the latter guidance. The HVA performs only whatever analytical work is 
necessary to put its own outgoing intelligence reports into meaningful 
form and to supply intelligible briefings and requirements to HVA 
operational officers. The HVA has no counterintelligence function. 

c. Organization : The HVA was reorganized in 1959, as shovn in 
Chart III-6, Appendix 3. 

(1) Department I : This department is targeted against the ministries 
of the GPRj^yith the exception of the Ministry of Defense. It is composed 
of Braneh A "which is targeted against the GFR Office of the Federal 
Chancellor; Branch B which operates against the GFR Foreign Ministry; 
Branch C which is targeted against the GFR Ministry for All-German 
Affairs; Branch D which operates against the GFR Ministry of the Interior; 
and Branch E which is targeted against the GFR Parliament. 

(2) Department II : This department directs its efforts at the 
political parties of the GFR, labor unions, and other organizations. 

It is composed of the following branches: Branch A which is responsible 
for the Christian Democratic Union (CDU); Branch B which is targeted 
against the Free Democratic Party (FDP) and right wing groups; Branch 
C which is responsible for the Central Committee of Catholics; Branch D 
which is targeted against the Social Democratic Party of Germany; and 
Branch E which is responsible for the German Trade Union Federation 
(DGB). 

(3) Department III : The "international" department is composed 
of the following branches and their respective areas of responsibility: 

(a) Branch 1 is targeted against the US Qnbassy in the GFR 
and is charged with collection within the United Stages. - 

(b) Branch 2 is directed at NATO, the French Embassy in the GFR, 
and the collection of positive intelligence in France. 

(c) Branch 3 conducts positive intelligence collection in Great 
Britain and collects information on the British Etobassy in the GFR. 

(d) Branch U collects intelligence in the Scandanavian countries. 

(e) Branch 5 is directed against Austria, Belgium, Luxembourg, 
the Netherlands, and Switzerland. 

(f) Branch 6 is targeted against Egypt, Syria, Iraq, Sudan, 
Turkey, and Greece. 
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(g) Branch 7 collects positive intelligence from South America 



(h) Branch 8 is responsible for India, Burma, Indonesia, and probably 
the entire Far East. 

(k) Department IV : This department is responsible for collecting 
strategic military intelligence, vith its targets as HATO headquarters, 
the Allied Forces, and the GFR Ministry of Defense. It has three undesig- 
nated branches. One branch is responsible for the GFR Armed Forces; 
another branch is responsible for British and French armed forces stationed 
in the GFR; and the last branch is targeted against US and NATO forces 
stationed in the GFR. 

(5) ~ l)epartment V : This department collects scientific, technical, 
and economic intelligence from non-Soviet bloc countries. It is composed 
of six branches. 

(6) Department VI : It has the responsibility for developing cover 
legends and appropriate legal documentation for infiltration agents and 
for training in the tradescraft of recruited members of Departments I 
through V. It haa Branches I through V vhich train and infiltrate secret 
co-workers; Branch 6 which is responsible for the procurement of cover 
documentation; and Branch 7 vhich maintains a collection of reports, maps, 
and literature regarding the conditions of the various targeted countries. 

(7) Department VII : This department is responsible for the maintenance 
of one and two way radio communications vith HVA agents abroad, for the 
preparation and the processing of secret vriting materials, and for providing 
covert technical training in radio communications. It has seven undesignated 
branches that performs the folloving functions: one branch issues instructions 
on the use of one-way radio traffic vith informants abroad; another branch 
establishes tvo-vay radio comnuni cat ions between operational departments and 
their secret co-workers; another branch prepares radio codes, enciphering and 
deciphering of radio messages, and development of secret writing methods; 

the preparation of concealment devices is performed by another branch; the 
responsibility of installing audio surveillance instruments is given to one 
branch, while another trains operational secret co-workers in photography 
and the preparation of microdots. Of the last two branches, one operates 
the photographic laboratory while the other maintains and administers 
technical equipment. 

(8) Department VIII : This department has responsibility for the 
evaluation of raw intelligence collected by HVA Departments I through 

V and disseminating the finished intelligence reports to the SZG govern- 
mental component. It has the following subordinate branches: Branch 1 
evaluates operational reports of HVA Department I; Branch 2 evaluates 
operational reports of Department II; Branch 3 evaluates operational reports 
of Department III; Branch k evaluates operational reports of Department IV; 
Branch 5 evaluates operational reports of Department V; and an undesignated 
branch maintains liaison with Soviet Zone press agencies and foreign 
Journalists in the SZG. 
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(9) Branch R : The operational files, central card files, and the 
archives are maintained by this branch. It also maintains liaison with 
Department XII of the MfS and conducts name traces . 

(10) Branch K : This branch is responsible for administrative support, 
personnel matters, and training, and is assigned to the HVA from Main 
Department Personnel and Training of the MfS . 

(11) HVA School : This school is for formal and advanced training 
of HVA members and has been functioning as a Society for Sport and 
Technical Skills near Belzig, SZG. 

(12T Department XV : The organization of the HVA at the top levels 
is not "duplicated at the district levels. Instead, there is a Department 
XV (mentioned in the organization of the MfS) located at each of the MfS 
district administrations in which the work and personnel are divided into 
three branches or lines. Line A operates against the. GFR political organi- 
zations and the intelligence and psychological warfare organs of the 
Western political parties. Line B is directed against the Ministry of 
Defense of the GFR and NATO installations in Europe. Line C collects 
information on economic, technical, and scientific installations cf the 
NATO powers. 

(13) HVA Border Operations Branch : This branch is responsible for 
the positive intelligence collection effort in zonal border areas and 
for the infiltration and exfiltration of HVA transborder agents. The 
HVA took this function over from Main Department I of the MfS in 
196^ as it was dissatisfied with the manner in which the latter was 
conducting these activities. The HVA stresses the development of 
"sluices" to the GFR and resident sources collecting information 
primarily on Western troop movements and other border area activities. 
Prime recruiting targets are the BfV, Bavarian Border Police, and City 
Police personnel working or residing in the vicinity of the zonal 
border. s 

~d/ Capability : The HVA employs about 900 persons in a staff 
capacity, and it is estimated that this staff manages about 2,700 SZG 
secret agents in the West. The staff members are all highly trained, 
dedicated individuals and the HVA has a record of a very low percentage 
of defections to the West. The HVA begem its operations in the GFR, and 
although it still operates mostly in this country, it has now extended 
its intelligence collection to other areas, including the Western Hemisphere 
(South America), The Middle East, South Asia, and Africa.

7 December 196$, US Army Military Police detained an East 
German who was photographing the unloading of US military shipments in 
the port of Bremerhaven, West Germany, Subsequent interrogation by West 
^yman security authorities has revealed that the man was initially dis- 
patched by an (East German Intelligence Servi ce^o^West Germany in 1957 
with the mission ot recruiting ancT15rganizing a net of saboteurs. Targets 
of the net were to be harbor and shipyard installations in northern 
Germany and the industrial area of the Ruhr. The net was to be activated 
I;, the event of "revolution" or military hostilities. 

2. J^ftUtnitial investigation has revealed that the net consisted of 
15 persons. All 15 were initially members of the illegal, underground 
West German Communist Party who were instructed to cease all political 
activity and to sever their connections with the party. At least four of 
the 15 received a 10-day sabotage training course in East Germany. It was 
intended that the net was to have five' basic capabilities: (1) acquisition 
of target information; (2) concealed storage of explosives, money, and 
equipment; (3) preparation and use of explosives in demolition operations; 
(4) countersurveil lance and security; (5) radio coimrunications. Communica- 
tion between the net and East Germany was maintained by courier and coded, 
one-way East to West radio broadcasts* 

3. CejT (^Although there have been frequent prior reports of Bloc 
acquisition of information on sabotage targets in the USAREUR area and 
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infrequent reports o£ individual training of West Germans in sabotage 
techniques in East Germany, this is the first report of the existence of

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Introduction 

ytf) The foundation for an East German intelligence organization was 
created immediately after World War II under Soviet control, A small group 
was formed only for counterintelligence and internal security operations, 
tut as the agency expanded and demonstrated its value to Soviet Intelligence, 
a foreign intelligence collection mission was' assigned in 1951 • A separate 
element responsible for this mission was established and after a series of 
reorganizations and various designations, it emerged as the present day Main 
Administration for Intelligence of the Ministry for State Security (MfS/tlVA) .

The East German intelligence services have in recent years been 
responsible for approximately 85 percent of all known agent activity in 
West Germany and for approximately 65 percent of that specifically directed 
against_JJSAREUR. The majority of these agents were controlled by the 
MfS/HVA. 

The numbers of neutralized agents are evidence that the MfS/HVA 
engages in the mass recruitment of low-level sources^ many of whom provide 
observation type reports on military targets. However, the MfS/HVA has also 
demonstrated its capabilities for higher level operations against the mili- 
tary which have included several successful penetrations of West German and - 
USAREUR installations. The potential threat of such operations is readily 
apparent in comparing the relatively large number of MfS/liVA agents who 
have received extensive training for high level missions and the low number 
of neutralizations among this group. 

i&f Adherence to Communist ideology as weUL as excellent training 
is characteristic of higher level MfS/fcVA agents. Particularly among agents 
selected in East Germany is political reliability a basic requirement. To 
insure their continued loyalty to Communism, intensive indoctrination is 
given agents during training and even after dispatch from East Germany* The 
value of selecting hard-core Communists for foreign assignments is evident 
in the lack of defections and in the refusal of most apprehended agents to 
provide detailed admissions of their espionage activity. 

^) The following report provides further information on the recruit- 
ing flfethods, training, communication systems and targets in MfS/HVA oper- 
ations. It presents an overall appreciation of a large, experienced and 
effective service that is a major element of the Soviet Bloc intelligence 
effort . 
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I. BACKGROUND OF THE MfS/HVA AND SOVIET INFLUENCE 



^jS^ Police and security organizations were established in East 
Germany by the Soviet Forces at the close of World War II. Initially, 
the primary function of these organizations was the apprehension of 
Nazis but, as early as 1945, Erich Mielke, the present Minister of State 
Security, returned to East Germany from Moscow with Conmunist Party instruc- 
tions to form a new Ministry of the Interior. In 1946' the Soviet Zone border 
police organization was created, followed by establishment of new restrictions 
on the East German-West German border. In 1947 the Soviets formed an East 
German political police, known as K-5, that was supported logistically by 
the Ministry of Interior, but was tinder opeational control of Soviet In- 
telligence." - This was the nucleus of the present Ministry of State Security 
(Ministerium fuer Staatssicherhelt - MfS). 

£fl7 In the following years, the agency was known by a variety of 



names and experienced numerous reorganizations but, as in the other 
Satellite countries, it continued to develop in accordance with the pattern /a 
of Soviet Intelligence organization. In 1950 it was separated from the 
Ministry of Interior and officially attained independent status as the 

Ministry of State Security undei l Jkho was named %4L £ 

At this point the MfS attained the basic counterintelligence and internal 
security structure which it has retained to the present, but it did not yet 
have a positive intelligence collection arm. 

(£y In 1951, during one of its many reorganizations, the MfS (then 
known by the abbreviation U MSS") formed a positive intelligence department 
which was given responsibility for collection outside East Germany. This 
department, originally called the Institute for Economic and Scientific 
Research ( Inst itut fuer Wirtschaftlich - Wissenschaftliche Forschung-IWF), ^^fdG 
later became Main Department XV of the MfS and still later in 1955 the Main W*' 
Administration for Intelligence (Hauptabteilung fuer Aufklacerung-HVA) .

and for many years a resident of the bovxei, Jnion, has retained this position 
to the present. ~ 

£&7 From its inception, the HVA tended to expand and assert its 
operational independence of the counterintelligence sector of the MfS 
parent organization. While still reporting to the Minister, the HVA es- 
tablished it 8 own agent and staff schools, operational and administrative 
support elements and communications. It developed into a highly efficient, 
professional intelligence service and has conducted an extensive series of 
successful operations*

i&) Concern over the .growing HVA independence and/or the necessity 
of eliminating duplication of effort led to an MfS reorganization beginning 
in late 1958. The Result was the consolidation of certain support and 
housekeeping departments from both the counterintelligence sector and the 
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HVA into a new Main Administration "B". The extent of the influence of 
this reorganization on the quality of HVA operations is not yet specifically 
known. However, there have been scattered indications that centralization 
of MfS control, accompanied by increased bureaucratic procedures, may have 
contributed to the failure of certain operations . 

Ipj^ The East German positive collection effort undoubtedly received 
considerable support and guidance from Soviet Intelligence, Initially, 
Soviet influence was both direct and extensive and was implemented through 
the "advisor" system. After the HVA achieved standing as a competent 
service in approximately 1958, it was reported that the Soviet "advisors" 
were limited to liaison officer functions and were sharply reduced in 
number . However, their influence did not diminish appreciably and they 
still .receive copies of all intelligence reports produced by HVA Depart- 
ment 77^*hich is responsible for evaluation and dissemination. ^ Cases of 
unusual -interest, particularly those involving contacts with USAREUR per- 
sonnel, are still routinely referred to the Soviets for exploitation. 



Apparently the operational advantages which accrue to the HVA in 
its activities in West Germany were recognized by the Soviets soon after 
the activation of the IWF. Factors such as common language and ethnic 
heritage as well as family ties between the two parts of Germany obviously 
facilitate the recruitment of Germany by Germans and contribute to oper- 
ational security. This contrasts with the more obvious difficulties faced 
by Soviet Intelligence, such as the language barrier and vivid recollections 
of the Soviet Union as a World War II adversary. Thus, the Russians appear 
to have withdrawn to a large extent from espionage operations in West 
Germany and to have assigned this task to the East German services, prin- 
cipally the HVA. 2

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I H. SOURCE ASSETS" 



$fil The HVA ^recruits its agents in both East and West Germany with 
assistance "^n^fce if orm of spotting, assessing and continuing investigation 
from the Mr^^tf^ sector. In 1 the past, low-level observers 
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were committed in large numbers from amonfc the Eapt German population 
and infiltrated as refugees into West Germany. Exploitation of West 
German travelers was and still is extensive with respect to the low-level 
category of agents. As an example, it has been reported that the HVA 
assigns as much as half its personnel to Leipzig twice each year to re- 
cjmit Western visitors at the spring and fall industrial fairs in that 
city. Until recently East German Communist functionaries, sports and 
cultural delegations, as well as press and trade representatives traveling 
legally to West Germany were given low-level intelligence missions. Mass 
recruitment programs of this type contributed heavily to a 1961 estimate 
that approximately 13,500 East German agents performed missions in West 
Germany each year. Undoubtedly, the majority of these were HVA assets. 




Despite the operational advantages afforded the HVA by the grow- 
ing stream =of refugees through West Berlin, the refugee situation became 
an acute political and economic problem for the East German regime. On 
13 August 1961 the border around West Berlin was closed, cutting the flow 
of refugees at this time to approximately 10 percent of the former volume. 
Since that time legal travel of East Germans to the West has also been 
sharply reduced. These decreases in movement necessitated certain oper- 
ational adjustments on the part of, HVA and very probably caused a sub- 
stantial reduction in the number of . low-level agents, both West German 
and East German residents, available to the HVA. However, even these 
reduced assets, combined vith monitoring of the Western press and other 
collection techniques, may still be assumed to provide adequate coverage 
of the unclassified sectors of economic, political and military affairs 
in West v Germany. 

1 

The selection of higher calibre agents for use against more 
sensitive targets in the West contrasts markedly with the low-level 
effort noted above. In this category standards are stringent. Intelligence, 
education and political dedication are decisive factors. Selection of such 
an agent is followed by agent schooling, field training and complete oper- 
ational support of the agent after his dispatch. Under these circumstances 
it is not surprising that the number of agents in this group who complete 
their training each year exceeds the number neutralized annually in West 
Germany. Thus, it is probably that the number of high level agents active 
in West Germany is increasing^ steadily and may currently exceed 1^000. 
This figure includes the special group of HVA agents known as OBE's, de- 
scribed on page 6*. The statements of HVA defectors, generally confirmed 
by neutralized OBE's, are the basis for the current estimate of the number 
of these agents, all graduates of the HVA school, dispatched to West 
Germany. According to these statements, approximately half of each class 
of 40 students is dispatched to West Germany after completion of training. 
It is therefore probable that more than 200 have arrived in West Germany 
since the establishment of the school in 1953. Since only a relatively 
ffnaTl number of these has been neutralized by Western security agencies , 
and their numbers , grow with each graduating class, it is estimated that 
the 0BE agent category peses an increa|^p^ly serious threat. 
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, . . III. RECRUITING METHODS AND TYPES OF AGENTS 

p>7 HVA recihiiting practices have ; been sufficiently flexible And 
realistic to be extremely effective . Generally, individual tactics are 
adapted to the personalities of recruitment prospects and the nature ,6f 
jthe operations in which they are to be employed. As in the selection of 
agents, HVA recruiting methods fall into two broad categories, one used 
in the low-level mass recruitment program and the other reserved for more 
sensitive, deep cover operations. 




In mass recruiting, HVA modus operandi is extremely varied as 
indicated by the following examples. Former East German residents who 
return from West Germany to visit relatives are frequently contacted and 
threatened with imprisonment for having left East Germany illegally. 
Western travelers are accused of having altered or invalid personal 
identification documents, having engaged in smuggling or illegal currency 
exchange transactions or of jhavingTmade false personal data entries on 
East German police registration forms. Any such minor infraction, whether 
real or fabricated by the HVA, serves as the basis for the threat of puni- 
tive action, usually involving indefinite detention in East Germany. Re- 
lease is then offered in exchange for the travelers agreement to collect 
information for the HVA. 




The same basic approach is employed with East German residents 
who, for real or, improvised reasons, find themselves in conflict with the 
law. It is not Unusual, in fact, to note recruiting activity within jails 
and prisons. . In such instances early release is offered to the prisoner 
if her will agree to cooperate. 




A favored approach method involves West Germans wfcio visit friends 
or relatives in East Germany for extended periods.. Such visits are per- 
mitted only after the traveler or a relative has made formal application 
and received -a residence permit ( Auf enthalt sgenehmigung) , for the visit. 
During the interim period^ the MfS can conduct records checks of r .both the 
visitor and the East German relatives. Upon arzd^tpl in JEast , Germany, -the 
visitor must register with the ^local police authorities and provide addi- 
tional .personal data/ Thereafter, the approach is undertaken, ^wiaHy in 
the disguised form of an invitation to. social, cultural or ^ol^iic^J jj^ 
events. ":.

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Also common in the HfS/&VA nlass recruitment program is the 
exploitation of persons who are alcoholics, heavily in debt, homosexuals, 
habitual criminals or have other character weaknesses. Pressure applied 
to such individuals is usually accompanied by offers of good payment and/or 
threats of exposure to law enforcement agencies or public ridicule. This 
technique has proved very effective in inducing cooperation and certain 
-agents of this type have been effective sources despite their apparent 
weaknesses . 



In HVA low-level recruitment, appeals to ideology or political 
conviction are extremely rare. However, the opposite is true in the 
selection of high-level agents. Devotion to Communism and active partici- 
pation in Party politics and front organizations are primary criteria in 
this category. Among West German Communisms selected for recruitment, 
Party loyalty is frequently the only standard applied. This has been 
particularly true since the banning of the West German Communist Party in 
August 1956. The hard-core, illegal KPD, consisting in part of longshore- 
men, factory laborers and others of intelligence interest, appears to be 
increasingly regarded by the East Germans as an insignificant political 
force. Under such circumstances, the recruitment of KPD members is per- 
mitted as an exception to the normal Communist practice of separating 
Party and espionage activity. The usual KPD member can seldom offer 
higher education, knowledge of foreign languages or employment in sensitive - 
government positions as qualifications for agent recruitment. Thus relia- 
bility and, in some cases, experience in clandestine Party activity are 
decisive. Such «&exsbs are considered "high-level 11 , not because of their 
access to milit ary or state secrets, but because of HVA handling techniques, 
the specialigedl mis sions they receive and because many have remained active 
for years, avoiding detection by Western security agencies. 




However, it is only among East German citizens that recruiters 
can be truly selective. Prospective agents can be chosen from a wide 
variety of government agencies Including the HfS itself. Loyalty to the 
Communist ideology, *an easily *be determined by checking the individual's 
background and record of Party activity. Any recruitment prospect who has 
relatives or other Contacts in the West can be rejected as a poor security 
risk. Under the East Gasman system of controls on the individual citizen, 
a thorough background stsrt^rdng is relatively simple. Preference in 
selection is normal Ty .given to those who have been politically active from 
youth onward* m ^-l. 



Agents in this category are normally employed as reporting 
sources. However, their j^idence in target areas creates the need for 
Qcanpetent personnel to guide their activities and to provide communications, 
financial assistance and operational support. Since travel to East Berlin 
or gast ^Germany for such purposes is inconvenient and constitutes a danger 
to the security of valuable agents, it was apparent from the outset that 
these agents would receive special handling from resident agents and 
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"instructors' 1 . An instructor, though selected and recruited with care, 
receives limited operational training and is given somewhat less responsi- 
bility than a resident. His mission usually is limited to transmitting 
general instructions from the HVA to agents in the field and providing 
political indoctrination in long range operations to insure the agents 1 
continuing SED loyalty. 



A resident agent, as the term implies, actually lives in a target 
country and handles one or more reporting agents in that country. Planning 
for the establishment of this top-level category apparently began in 1953. tmm> 
and by 1954 selection, recruitment and training procec^w for agents were* 
well established. Through its nation-wide^ inf ormation net work^ which 
covers all levels of the East German government as well as economic arid- r 
social institutions, the HfS is in a position to assess and select highly 
qualified ^personnel for its resident agent category. Selectees are re- 
ported-to have been drawn from the Foreign Ministry, the Ministry of 
Domestic and Foreign Trade, the management echelons of state-owned in- 
dustries, school faculties and from the officer grades of the MfS staff 
itself. As far as. is known, a majority of such selectees is diverted to 
HVA foreign intelligence operations following their recruitment.

The OBE category of agents deserves particular attention since 
it is undoubtedly the most sophisticated group currently active for the 
HVA. Many OBE's are selected from among the ranks of the MfS, but flome 
are drawn from other ministries and government agencies. Selection' 
criteria are extremely selective and usually include proved political 
loyalty, intelligence, advanced education, knowledge of foreign languages 
and adaptability to irarying operational conditions. If the selectee is 
already an MfS staff officer, some of these requirements may be waived or 
acquired through later training. The extreme care used in the assessment 
and selection of OBE candidates has proved to be highly effective. It is 
also of interest -that many, if not most of the HVA resident agents neutral- 
ized thus far, were probably OBE's. In addition to resident agent assign- 
ments, OBE f s are stationed with East German trade missions or diplomatic 
posts in foreign wiaHtries while others are dispatched on individual 
intelligence missions under deep cover. Of all the~HVA agent categories, 
the QBE T s constitute the most serious single espionage threat, ndt only 
because they are the most highly qualified agents but also because they 
are the most difficult to neutralize. Available evidence indicates that 
relatively few Of the OBE's dispatched to West Germany since 1954 have 
been uncovered. 
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- IV i TRAINING 

■ i - . - 

HVA operational training varies extensively from one agent 
category to another. The extent and nature of agent training have also 
changed with the steady improvement in operational techniques in recent 
years. In its training, as in its recruitment program, the HVA has shown 
itself to be flexible and alert to new needs. 
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Among low-level observer agents, many have been recruited and 
dispatched with no training at all. The decision to withhold training is . 
usually based on doubts concerning the agent's actual intention to serve 
as an agent or on the assumption that his low intelligence will probably 
lead to early compromise. When the newly recruited agent's true loyalty 
is in doubt, training may be withheld until he has completed a few missions, 
thus showing serious intent to cooperate. Firm ly com mitted low-level agents 
normally receive basic training in the standard (espionage\ techniques . These 
include conduct during clandestine meetings, the use of secret writing 
systems, photography, concealment devices and accommodation addresses, the 
establishment of dead letter drops and counter-surveillance procedures. 
Since I960 this agent group has also been exposed to one-way radio communi- 
cations training on a rapidly expanding scale. Although voice transmissions 
are more common, there have, been recent instances of training in Horse code.^ 



The appearance of one-way radio^x^annmicati on^as^lT standardy training item 
was accompanied by a comparable increase in five-digit numerical code systems. 
These systems, which include code "keys" designed individually for each agent, 
can be monitored but provide a high degree of protection against decryption, 
The five-digit plan has been adapted to a variety of reporting requirements 
and can be used by the agent himself in transmitting secret writing reports 
back tp the HVA. 



7 The training of high-level reporting agents varies according to 
the requirements of the individual operation and the aptitudes of the 
agent* In many cases agents in this category are given detailed training 
only in those techniques required for their specific operational needs. 
The training of one agent, for example, concentrated largely on the for- 
mulation of a rather complex cover story and the use of false personal 
documentation in West Germany. There no^need for him to learn docu- 
ment photography since he was specifically forbidden to remove documents 
from his place of employment. 



kin view of HVA preference for five-digit nuroricaljccSies and automatic 
transmissions, discussed further on page^l^the purpose of Morse Cede 
training is not apparent at t his tiae. : *The clandestine agent radio {trans- 
mitters seen thus far in HVA operations have : been equipped with tape punch 
devices which automatically translate numbers into Horse symbols on a 
strip of recording tape. With this equipment there Is therefore no need 
for 1>tie agent to have knowledge of Morse code for transmitting. The ad- 
vantage of Morse code over voice transmissions in one-way radio messages 
from East to West does not appear to be of immediate importance, unless 
the IjVAi plans ultimately to equip its agents with tape recording equip- 
ment for receiving high speed transmissions. 
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^ an agent -who nasi* employed in Headquarters, Northern ; 

Area Command, received training in docianent photography. This^ was) in con- 
sonance with his primary mission of copying Amy technical manuals avail- 
able to him at his place of employment. Although he was trained in one-way & 
radio and the use of dead letter drops, these techniques played only a ^ 
minor role in his activities and were later abandoned. 

£0jf It is, therefore, apparent that among high-level reporting agents 
training is not broad, as in the case of low^level observers, but selective. 
Since all other technical and support functions are assumed by the controll- 
ing resident agent, the training of resident agents and OBE's is extremely 
comprehensive to prepare him for his role as an operational "Jack-of -all- 
trades". It is probable that most agents in this group receive a formal 
course of instruction at a special HVA school. This school, formerly 
located .at-Gransee, near East Berlin, was allegedly moved in 1958 because 
of the-defection of an HVA officer to the West. It was subsequently re- 
ported to be located near Cottbus, East Germany, but this has not been 
confirmed. The course of instruction varies in length from four months to 
two years, depending upon the agent's previous intelligence experience. An 
MfS staff officer who has been selected by the HVA for duty as an GBE would 
obviously require less training than, for example, a school teacher "who has 
had no prior exposure to espionage activity. 

-v 

Operational subjects taught are theory of intelligence operations, 
organization of hostile (Western) intelligence services, recruiting tech- 
niques, conduct of clandestine meetings, security measures, observation 
and countersurveillance procedures and use of cover stories. Particular 
attention is given to the formulation and maintenance of cover in eight 
weeks of study. Instruction in German language is required of all students 
who fail to pass an entry test. For those who pass the examination, in- 
struction in the French and Uiglish languages isooffered. In addition to 
compulsory physical exercise and sports, military training is scheduled to 
include map reading, use of the compass, grenade throwing, small arms 
firing, field exercises in attack and defense, and day and night marches 
with field pack. 

IflPf In the field of technical aids, extensive instruction 'is given 
in photography. Individual subjects covered are indoor and outdoor photo- 
graphy, use of wide angle, normal and telephoto lenses, operation of 35mni 
and sub-miniature cameras, photography of documents, moving objects and 
unwitting human subjects and the development of exposed fili. Both theo- 
retic and practical instruction is given to the students. 

Cp9 A very brief presentation of two-way radio transmission pro- 
cedures is given. However, code systems for use in one-way radio coaanuni- 
cations receive inore detailed attention, with students encoding and de- 
coding messages in practical exercises. Since photography and codes occupy 
most of the technical instruction time, training in secret writing is re- 
stricted to a two-hour lecture oi^tj^e use of carbon sheet systems. 5 



'Carbon systems are further described in page 10. 
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It was additionally reported that OBE : a are also instructed in 
Western legal systems, court procedures and proper agent conduct in case 
of arrest in the target country. Agents are strongly advised to admit 
nothing for vhich Western investigators have no conclusive proof . This 
defense mechanism has been so widely used by HVA agents that it may be 
eonsxdered characteristic of HVA operations. It is very effective in 
obtaining relatively light sentences, particularly in West German courts. 



^ i V, AGENT COMMIT AXIOMS 

{&) As in other respects, the HVA has shown adaptability in the 
field of operational communications and significant technical progress 
has been reported in recent years. The HVA now has at its disposal a wide 
variety of techniques for transmitting instructions to agents residing in 
target countries and receiving in East Germany or East Berlin intelligence 
reports from the agents. These techniques range from personal contacts 
between agent and handler in East Berlin to sophisticated two-way radio 
links/. \ 

■ 

(£7 Agent ^drravel to East Berlin for personal meetings was common 
when access to that part of the city was relatively free. However, the 
HVA did/jiot wait for the measures of 13 August 1961 in Berlin to recognize 
the inherent weakness of .this method of communication. Although meetings 
in East Berlin are etiil -useful if the agent requires further training and 
for periodic discussions of operational progress, frequent or regular travel 
is /seldom seen except in "very' low-level HVA operations. 




The use of couriers was never widespread in HVA operations, un- 
doubtedly since the HVA recognized that East-West travel of ^couriers in- 
volves the same inherent risk as in travel by agents. -However, this risk 
was minimi zed to a large degree by careful security practices and those . 
couriers who were neutralized usually had only limited knowledge of the 
single agent with whom they -were in contact. Normally couriers carry 
false West German or West Berlin identity documents^ wear West German 
clothing and are equipped with one or more concealment devices for trans- 
porting money, personal letters or instructions to agents. Althou^ rthe 
possession of such items .as false documents and concealment * devices ds ;in 
itself incriminating, couriers in this category seldom deviate from, their 
innocuous . cover stories and admit ; nothing except ythe mere possession of 
the items noted above. From .the limited information obtained from ^hese 
persons, it appears that they are most frequently involved in low-level 
agent^perations aad -

drops had not found equal favor among the agents themselves* The awkward- 
ness : and inconvenience of this means of communication is usually apparent 
to both reporting source and resident agent and the system is poon aban- 
doned. The only exception to this general rule is in the case of bulky 
transmittals such as radio transmitters destined for agents in West 
Germany or large volume shipments of documents to East Berlin. In contrast 
to Soviet Intelligence, which still uses dead letter drops to transmit pay- 
ment for agents, the HVA now normally transacts such business through 
couriers, resident agents or simply by mailing postal money orders pur- 
chased within West Germany to the agent. 

V^cJ Another favored HVA technizue, which is also disliked by report- 
ing agents, is microphotography - used in conjunction with normal postal 
communications between East and West Germany. The history of the HVA is 



one of continuing experimentation with various mikrat systems. However^ 



inconvenience to the agent has generally led reporting sources to^v^^n^M^ 
the use "of normal 35mm document photography or transmittal of the document * 
itself. Theoretically, a mikrat film placed between the split layers of a 
picture postcard or concealed in a gift parcel addressed to East Bermany is 
a relatively secure communication channel, but the inconvenience of the 
system, coupled with the fact that mikrat equipment is incriminating if 
found in an agent's residence, have contributed to its being used on a ... 
very limited scale. In spite of this, the HVA has recently begun issuing 
a new model mikrat camera to reporting sources in West Germany. If re- 
mains, to be s$en whether this camera will find wide application in actual 
prac^&efc* . . 



For West-to-East communications, secret writing has become the 
standard i]$I.A : channel. The complicated systems using one or more chemical 
:£Qlutitfns of earlier years « have given way to more practical carbon sheet 
systems which are easy to use ;4nd difficult to detect. - Carbon sheets can 
be. provided by impregnating with a chendcal certain sheets in a normal 
stationery, tablet, a book, a calendar or a highway atlas.

j^J^ One-vay radio messages from HVA communication centers to the 
agent in the West then completes the standard communications cycle. The 
messages are now invariably in five digit code. This normal cycle of 
radio messages to the agent and secret writing from the agent can be 
given additional support by introducing couriers, dead letter drops, 
microphotography or by meetings in East Germany or third countries as 

• 

Two* recent technical innovations may have same influence on 
future HVA communications modus operandi . The first was the introduction 
of clandestine radio transmitters in high-level agent operations in West 
Germany in 1962. Although the radios have appeared in two slightly 
different models, the basic type was identified as HVA equipment. The 
sets can be powered by battery or by normal house current. Some employ 
either manual key or a high speed keying device while others have only 
the high speed key. All are compact, easily concealed and can be operated 
after only cursory training in their use. It is probable that this system 
will normally be reserved for emergency reporting or for activation during 
hostilities.

. -VI. MfS/fcVA TARGETS 

IK 

HVA agents have reportedly been dispatched to all parts of the 
world as trade mission, press or diplomatic representatives and clandes- 
tine activity has been specifically noted in France, the Benelux countries 
and Scandinavia. However, the concentration of NATO military strength in 
West Germany and the obvious operational advantages enjoyed by HVA agents 
in West Germany have led to almost complete preoccupation with targets in 
the Federal Republic. Initially, the East German regime concerned itself 
primarily with West German political matters and this interest was reflected 
in 'HVA. operations. Both major political parties in West -Germany have been 
successfully penetrated by HVA agents. 

^^T^ However, NATO forces in general, US atomic- weapons and the 
growth of the Bundeswehr in West Germany dictated that increased emphasis 
be placed on military intelligence. As a result, ^SAREOR and TCSAFE forces, 
the West German Ministry of Defense, the Bundeswehr and the Federal* mili- 
tary procuremeirti agency BWB have became primary targets forvt&e HVA, A 
number of ^significant agent infiltrations into these agencies have been 




West Germany's economic recovery, which is at least partially 
based on advanced technology, has also caused increasing concern in East 
Germany in recent years . Consequently, West German research and develop- 
ment agencies, -both public and private, have appeared as HVA targets in 
greater numbers. The success of this research in actual application is 
also reflected in HVA attempts to obtain such items as new chemical formulas 
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and information on modern West German industrial processes. The main 
objective of targeting in the technical-industrial field is to gain 
knowledge without the expense of a duplicate research effort in East 
Germany. The importance of these targets can be seen in the establish- 
ment of a new independent Department for Economic-Technical Evaluation 
within the HfS, first reported in 1961. The department is reportedly 
staffed with qualified engineers and scientists whose task it is to 
evaluate industrial and technical information, obtained from both overt 
and clandestine collection activities, as to its usability in the East 
German econongr. West German security services feel that there is currently 
a major espionage effort in this field which may not be fully appreciated 
due to the reluctance of West German industrialists to report individual 
cases, fearing the consequences of unfavorable publicity.

VII. SIGNIFICANT CASES 



ifi^A USAKEUR study of missions assigned to agents indicates the HVA 
has identified virtually all USAREUR installations in West Bermany. It 
may be assumed that most of this order of battle coverage is provided by 
low-level observers who have little access to sensitive information and 
by regular monitoring of the Western press and military periodicals such 
as Stars and Stripes and unit newspapers. Coverage of more sensitive 
military material, including classified information, is accomplished by 
HVA operations involving penetration of West German and Allied offices. 
Selected examples of such operations are reviewed below to illustrate the 
extent of the HVA capabilities and successes.

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VIII . RECENT i3EVELOPME2JTS 



j&f Following the MfS reorganisation of late 1958, a certain lack 
of ope rational professionalism was noted in several HVA cases. In the 
P :ase, for example, the suspected agent whose surveillance led to 
discovery of the net was" a very low-level agent who appeared to have 
been recruited under duress by the counterintelligence sector of the 
MfS. This agent was of doubtful reliability from the start and was a 
security threat to the entire net. 




In an earlier case, there was such widespread overlapping of 
missions and mingling of agents with each other t hat the ^tod rgg^lt was 
a eeripus_8et_^back for the MfS ; counte rintelligence i sector and HVA alike .\ 
The agent whose home was in West Germany, wa^ recruited under coercion 
while in an- East German prison and initially assigned trial missions in 
surveillance and recruiting. He was then dispatched in late I960 with an 
agent team to observe the installation of an MfS test radio transmitter 
in Munich. Thereafter he received missions involving surveillance of HVA 
agents, mailing of . Communist propaganda material in West Germany, recruit-^^*jjgi| 
ing and, finally, the establishment of permanent residence in West Germany;^ * 

In connection with the final assignment^ L_ js promised control of 

an agent net, the implication being that supervision of his activities was 
to shift from MfS counterintelligence sector (probably Main Department 
VHI) to the HVA. ' 



The circumstances surrounding the agent recruitment and His 
previous record of instability indicated he might defect once he reached 
West Germany. This actually hajipehed, and all of his missions thereafter 
were carried out with the knowledge of Western 'security agencies. The 
broad spread of his missions and his "knowledge of other agtents resulted 
in ! the arrest of nine agents, among them two USAREUR -employees , -two re- 
porting agents targeted against USAREUR and two HVA resident agents. 

v^^&y The implication of operational mistakes of such gravity is that 
the :r l958 Reorganization was in fact an attempt tjy less professional elements 
lii the counterintelligence sector of the MfS to regain control of HVA oper- 
ations. A. power struggle of this sort would certainly have had a dis- 
ruptive influence on SVA morale and efficiency. - The serf.es of neutrali-

^ixt spite of "internaa. fnction and operational setbacks, however, 
tfce fflfA tmdoutitedly has a comfortable margin of source assets, experience 
and technic^ proficiency. It is, and undoubtedly will remain a major 
threat to '• USAREUR, 
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Forwarded herewith is a special report concerning the 
development and current capabilities of East Germany 1 s primary 
intelligence collection element, the Main Administration for Intelligence 
of the Ministry for State Security (MfS/HVA). Based on its size, 
experience and demonstrated effectiveness, the MfS/HVA is a major 
contributor of the Soviet Bloc intelligence effort and is of particular 
interest to USAREUR elements in West Germany. This report provides 
a summary review of the MfS/HVA with specific attention given to its 
capability for operations against military targets. 



2. (U) This report is one of a series prepared as detailed informa- 
tion on special areas of counterintelligence interest becomes available. 
The reports are designed to provide general background and a basic 
reference to the threat to USAREUR posed by hostile intelligence services 
and subversive elements.

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Introduction 




he foundation for an East German intelligence organiza- 
tion was created immediately after World War II under Soviet control. 
A small group was formed only for counterintelligence and internal 
security operations, but as the agency expanded and demonstrated its 
value to Soviet Intelligence, a foreign intelligence collection mission 
was assigned in 1951. A separate element responsible for this mission 
was established and after a series of reorganizations and various 
designations, it emerged as the present day Main Administration for 
Intelligence^ the Ministry for State Security (MfS/HVA). 

2. J&r The JEast German inteUigence se ryjc.es have in recent years 
been responsible fo r , approxi mately. JB5 pe rcent of all known agent activity 
in JWcBt Germany and for appro»mately_6j^per^^t-ofL^^ 
directgLcLa ga i u atJLIS ARE IgU The majority of these agentB were controlled 
by the MfS/HVA. 




3. jP? The numbers of neutralized agents are evidence that the 
MfS/HVA engages in the mass recruitment of low-level sources, many of 
whom provide observation type reports on military targets. However, 
the MfS/HVA has also demonstrated its capabilities for higher level 
operations against the military which have included several successful 
penetrations of West German and USAREUR installations. The potential 
threat of such operations is readily apparent in comparing the relatively 
large number of MfS/HVA agents who have received extensive training 
for high level missions and the low number of neutralizations among this 
group. 




4. Adherence to Communist ideology as well as excellent 

training is characteristic of higher level MfS/HVA agents. Particularly 
among agents selected in East Germany is political reliability a basic 
requirement. To insure their continued loyalty td Communism, intensive 
indoctrination is given agents during training and even after dispatch 
from East Germany. The value of selecting hard-core Communists for 
foreign assignments is evident in the lack of defections and in the 
refusal of most apprehended agents to provide detailed admissions of 
their espionage activity. 



5. ^Pf^The following report provides further information on the 
recruiting methods, training, communication systems and targets in 
MfS/HVA operation*. It presents an overall appreciation of a large, 
experienced and effective service that is a major element of the Soviet 
Bloc intelligence effort. 
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I. BACKGROUND OF THE MfS/HVA AND SOVIET INFLUENCE 

1. ^^Police and security organisations were established in 
East Germany by the Soviet Forces at the close of World War II. * 
Initially, the primary function of these organizations was the 2^ 
atxorehension of Naxis but, as early as 19 45^ 





Returned to East Germany from Moscow 
with Communist Party instructions to form a new Ministry of the 
Interior. In 1946 the Soviet Zone border police organization was 
created, followed by establishment of new restrictions on the East 
German-West German border. In 1947 the Soviets formed an East 
German political police, known as K-5, that was supported 
logistically by the Ministry of Interior, but was under operational 
control of Soviet Intelligence. This was the nucleus of the present 
Ministry of ,State Security (Ministerium fuer Staatssicherheit - MfS). 

2. f€r)- In the following years, the agency was known by a 
variety of names and experienced numerous reorganizations but, as 
in the other Satellite countries, it continued to develop in accordance 
with the pattern of Soviet Intelligence organization. In 1950 it was 
separated from the Ministry of Interior and officially attained 
independent status as the Ministry of State Security under it 





At this point the MfS attained the 



basic counterintelligence and internal security structure which it has 
retained to the present, but it did not yet have a positive intelligence 
collection arm. 



3. -fG) In 1951 , during one of its many reorganizations, the MfS 
(then known by the abbreviation "MSS M ) formed a positive intelligence 
department which was given responsibility for collection outside East 
Germany. This department, originally called the Institute for Economic 
and Scientific Research (Institut fuer Wirtschaftlich - Wissenschaftliche 

Fo rs chung -IWF), later became Main Department-XV of the MfS and still ^fgjK 
later in 1955 the Main Administration for Intelligence (Hauptabteilung 
fuer Aufklaerung-HVA). The original <J__ -— -■ - j s on Q f ^ Q i$ 
time German Communist family and for many years a resident of -the 
Soviet Unicm, .has retained this position to the present. 

4. ififTrom its inception, the HVA tended to expand and assert 
its operational independence of the counterintelligence sector of the MfS 
parent organization. While still reporting to the Minister, the HVA 
established its own agent and staff schools, operational and administra- 
tive support elements and communications. It developed into a highly 
efficient, professional intelligence service and has conducted an extensive 
series of successful operations. 93tyty- 
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5. ]f&f Concern over the growing HVA independence and/or the 
necessity of eliminating duplication of effort led j to an MfS reorganisa- 
tion beginning in late 1958. The result was the consolidation of certain 
support and housekeeping departments from both the counterintelligence 
sector and the HVA into a new Main Administration lf B ff . The extent 
of the influence of this reorganization on the quality of HVA operations 
bs not yet specifically known. However , there have been scattered 
indications that centralisation of MfS control-, accompanied by increased 
bureaucratic procedures, may have contributed to the failure of 
certain operations. 




6. The East German positive collection effort undoubtedly 

received considerable support and guidance from Soviet Intelligence. 
Initially, Soviet influence was both direct and extensive and was 
implemented through the 1 Advisor" system. After the HVA achieved 
standing is a competent service in approximately 1958, it was reported 
that the Soviet "advisors" were limited to liaison officer functions and 
were sharply reduced in number. However, their influence did not 
diminish appreciably and they still receive copies of all intelligence 
reports produced by HVA Department 7, which is responsible for 
evaluation and dissemination. ^ Cases of- unusual interest, particularly 
those involving contacts with USAREUR personnel, are still routinely 
referred toJthe Soviets for exploitation. 




7. Apparently the operational advantages which accrue to the 

HVA in it 8 activities in West Germany were recognised by the Soviets 
soon after the activation of the IWF. Factors such as common language 
and ethnic heritage as well as family ties between the two parts of 
Germany obviously facilitate the recruitment of Germans by Germans and 
contribute to operational security. This contrasts with the more obvious 
difficulties faced by Soviet Intelligence, such as the language barrier and 
vivid recollections of the Soviet Union as a World War II adversary. 
Thus, the Russians appear to have withdrawn to a_large extent from 
espionage operations in West Germany and to have assigned this task to 
the East German services, principally the HVA. 2

xhi 8 statement particularly applies to the massive, low -level operations 
conducted by the East German services in West Germany. It is not meant 
to imply* however, that Soviet Intelligence does not conduct a relatively 
large nunrtber of operations, including high-level counterintelligence and 
collection operations. It should also be noted that Soviet missions con- 
centrate on military target s . West German authorities reported that in 
1962 more than 60 percent of all known Soviet EEI concerned the military 
in contrast to the 30.9 percent of military .targets in operations conducted 
by all hostile services.

II. SOURCE ASSETS 

8 # ^tO^The HVA recruits its agents in both East and West 
Germany with assistance in the form of spotting, assessing and continuing 
investigation from the MfS counterintelligence sector. In the past, 
low-level observers were committed in large numbers from among the 
East German population and infiltrated as refugees into West Germany. 
"Exploitation of West German travelers was and still is extensive with 
respect to the low-level category of agents. As an example, it has been 
reported that the HVA assigns as much as half its personnel to Leipzig 
twice each year to recruit Western visitors at the spring and fall 
industrial fairs in that city. Until recently East German Communist 
functionaries, sports and cultural delegations, as well as press and trade 
representatives traveling legally to West Germany were given low-level 
intelligenxre missions. Mass recruitment programs of this type con- 
tributed heavily to a 1961 estimate that approximately 13, 500 East German 
agtents performed missions in West Germany each year. Undoubtedly, 
the majority of these were HVA assets. 




9. ^firr Despite the operational advantages afforded the HVA by the 
growing stream of refugees through West Berlin, the refugee situation 
became an acute political and economic problem for the East German 
regime. On 13 August 1961 the border around West Berlin was closed, 
cutting the flow of refugees at this time to approximately 10 percent of 
the former volume. Since that time legal travel of East Germans to the 
West has also been sharply reduced. 3 These decreases in movement 
necessitated certain operational adjustments on the part of HVA and very 
probably caused a substantial reduction in the number of low-level agents, 
both West German and East German residents, available to the HVA. 
However, even these reduced assets, combined with monitoring of the 
Western press and other collection techniques, may still be assumed to 
provide adequate coverage of the unclassified sectors of economic, 
political and military affairs in West Germany. 

The selection of higher calibre agents for use against : 
more sensitive targets in the West contrasts markedly with the low-level 
effort noted above. In this category standards are stringent. Intelligence, 
education and political dedication are decisive factors. Selection of such 
an agent is followed by agent schooling, field training and complete

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operational support of the agent after his dispatch. Under these 
circumstances it is not surprising that the number of agents in this 4 
group who complete their training each year exceeds the number 
neutralised annually in West Germany. Thus, it is probable that the 
number of high level agents active in West Germany is increasing 
steadily and may currently exceed 1, 000. This fugure includes the 
special group of HVA agents known as OB E*s, described on page 9. 

The statements o/ _ Am HV A lieutenant who defected 

in 1961, and of other HVA defectorB, generally confirmed by 
neutralised OBE's, are the basis for the current estimate of the 
number of these agents t all graduates of the HVA school, dispatched 
to West Germany. According to these statements, approximately 
half of each class of 40 students is dispatched to West Germany after 
completion^ training. It is therefore probable that more than 200 
have arrived in West Germany since the establishment of the school 
in 1953. "Since only a relatively small number of these has been 
neutralized by Western security agencies and their numbers grow 
with each graduating class, it is estimated that the QBE agent 
category poses an increasingly serious threat. 

HIC ^RECRUITING METHODS AND TYPES OF AGENTS 



HVA recruiting practices have been sufficiently flexible 
and realistic to be extremely Effective. Generally, individual tactics 
are adapted to the personalities of recruitment prospects and the nature 
of the operations in which they are to be employed. As in the selection 
of agents, HVA -recruiting methods fall into two broad categories, one 
used in the low^levelmass recruitment program and the other reserved 
for more sensitive r deep cover operations. 




12. JW* In mass recruiting, HVA modus operandi is extremely 
varied as indicated by the following examples. Former East German 
residents who return from West Germany to visit relatives are frequently 
contacted and threatened with imprisonment for haying left East Germany 
illegally. Western travelers are accused of having altered or invalid : 
personal identification documents, having engaged in smuggling or 
illegal currency exchange transactions or outlaying made false personal 
data entries on feast German police registration forms. Any such minor 
infraction, whether real or fabricated by the HVA, serves as the basis 
for the threat of punitive action, usually involving indefinite detention in 
East Germany. Release is then offered in exchange for the traveler's 
agreement to collect information for the HVA.

13. ~$&f The same basic approach is employed with East German" 
residents who, for real or improvised reasons, find themselves in 
conflict with the law. It is not unusual, in fact, to note recruiting 
activity within jails and prisons. In such instances early release is 
offered to the prisoner if he will agree to cooperate.^ 

14. V(pf A favored approach method involves West Germans who 
"visit friends or relatives in East Germany for extended periods. Such 

visits are permitted only after the traveler or a relative has made formal 
application and received a residence permit (Aufenthaltsgenehmigung) 
for the visit. During the interim period, the MfS can conduct records 
checfcs of both the visitor and the East German relatives. Upon arrival 
in East Germany, the visitor must register with the local police 
authorities and provide additional personal data. Thereafter the approach 
is undertaken, usually in the disguised form of an invitation to social, 
cultural or political events. The MfS/HVA recruiter normally presents 
himself as a local city official or press representative. This procedure 
is also the one most frequently used on visitors and industrial exhibitors 
at the Leipzig Fairs. 5 




15.S^T Also common in the MfS/HVA mass recruitment program 
is the exploitation of persons who are alcoholics, heavily in debt, homo- 
sexuals, habitual criminals or have other character weaknesses ♦ 
Pressure applied to such individuals is usually accompanied by offers 
of good payment and/or threats of exposure to law enforcement agencies 
or public ridicule. This technique has proved very effective in inducing 
cooperation iand, as noted in the Knipp case described on page 20, 
certain agents of this type have been effective sources despite their apparent 
weaknesses^ 




16. (C^r In HVA low-level recruitment, appeals to ideology or 
political conviction are -extremely rare. However, the opposite is true 
in the selection of high-level agents. Devotion to Communism and active

A classic case of this type is described in a special report forwarded to 
recipients of this report -by letter, AEAGB-PDN(CI), this Office, 1 March 
i 1963, Subject: East German Intelligence Operations in West Germany. 

In. .contrast to previous years, known MfS/HVA activity at the Leipzig 
Fair in March 1963 was primarily limited to preparatory spotting and 
assessing, rather than attempting to effect formal recruitments. Whether 

this represents a trend towards more security consciousness in recruiting 

or was the result of other factors is not known. 
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participation in Party politics and front organizations are primary 
criteria in this category. Among West German Communists selected 
for recruitment. Party loyalty is frequently the only standard applied. 
Thi? hf\ H h«**> n particularly true since the banning of the West German 
Communist Party in August 1956 . The hard-core, illegal KPD t con- 
sisting in part of longshoremen, factory laborers and others of intelli- 
gence interest, appears to be increasingly regarded by the East 
Germansas an insignificant political force. Under such circumstances, 
the recruitment of KPD members is permitted as an exception to the 
normal Communist practice of separating Party and espionage activity. 
The usual .KPD member can seldom offer higher education, knowledge 
of foreign languages or employment in sensitive government positions 
as qualifications for agent recruitment. Thus reliability and, in some 
cases*. experience in clandestine Party activity are decisive. Such 
agents, are considered "high-level, 11 not because of their access to 
military or state secrets, but because of KVA handling techniques, 
the specialized missions they receive and because many have remained 
active for years, avoiding detection by Western security agencies.

Any recruit- 
ment prospect who has relatives or other contacts in the West can be 
rejected as a poor security risk. Under the East German system of controls 
on the individual citizen, a thorough background screening is relatively

21, P&T Preference in selection is normally given to those who have 
been politically active from youth onward. » i ^whose case 
is described on page 19 , was, for example, reared under the ^Communist 
regime of East Germany from the age of 15 years- and readily accepted 
Party ideology. She was a member of the Free German Youth, Free 
German Trade Union Federation, Democratic Women's League and the 
East German Communist Party (SED). She was employed in an East 
German state agency when the HVA assessed and recruited her in 1954, 
She cooperated willingly and conscientiously.

24. A resident agent, as the term implies, actually lives in 

a target country and handles one or more- reporting agents in that country. 
Planning for the establishment of this top-level category apparently began 
in 1953 and by 1954 selection, recruitment and training procedures for 
agents were well established. Through its nation-wide informant network, 
which covers all levels of the East German government as well as economic- 
and social institutions, the MfS is in a position to assess and select highly 
qualified personnel for its resident agent category. Selectees are reported 
to have been drawn from the Foreign Ministry^ the Ministry of Domestic 
and Foreign Trade, the management echelons of state -owned industries, 
school faculties and from the officer grades of the MfS staff itself. As 
far as is known, a majority of such selectees is diverted to HVA foreign 
intelligence operations following their recruitment^

28. ^^2) The OBE category of agents deserves particular attention 
since it is undoubtedly the most sophisticated group currently active ~ 15 
for the HVA. Many OBE f s are selected from among the ranks of the ^ 
MfS, but*some are drawn from other ministries and government agencies. 
Selection criteria are extremely selective and usually include proved 
political loyalty, intelligence, advanced education, knowledge of foreign 
languages and adaptability to varying operational conditions. If the 

selectee is already an MfS staff officer, some of these requirements 
may be waived or acquired through later training. The extreme care 
used in the assessment and selection of OBE candidates has proved to 

be highly effective. It is also of interest that many, if not most of the ■ 

HVA resident agents neutralized thus far, were probably OBE r s. 

a md % U noted above, admitted being OBEfs fc 

and commissioned officers in the MfS. In addition to resident agent 
assignments, OBE 1 * are stationed with East German trade missions 
or diplomatic posts in foreign countries while others are dispatched on 
individual intelligence missions under deep cover. Of all the HVA 
agent categories,; the OBE f s constitute the most serious single espionage 
threat, not only because they are the moBt highly qualified agents but 
also because they are the most difficult to neutralize. Available evidence 
indicates that relatively few of the OBE f s dispatched to West Germany 
since 1954 have been uncovered. 
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IV. TRAINING 

29. HVA operational training varies extensively from one 

agent category to another. The extent and nature of agent training 
have also changed with the steady improvement in' operational 
techniques in recent years. In its training, as in its recruitment 
program, the^HVA has shown itself to be flexible and alert to new needs. 




30. Among low-level observer agents, many have been recruited 

and dispatched with no training at ail. The decision to withhold training 
is usually based on doubts concerning the agent's actual intention to serve 
as an agent or on the assumption that Ids low intelligence will probably 
lead to early compromise. When the newly recruited agent 1 s true 
loyalty-is in doubt r training may be withheld until he has completed a 
few-missions, thus showing serious intent to cooperate. Firmly committed 
low-level agents normally receive basic training in the standard espionage 
techniques. These include conduct during clandestine meetings, the use 
of secret writing systems, photography, concealment devices and ac comma** 
dation addresses, the establishment of dead letter drops and counter- 
Surveillance procedures. Since I960 this agent group has also been exposed 
to oneway radio communications training on a rapidly expanding scale. 
Although voice transmissions are most common, there have been recent 
instances of training in Morse code.^ The appearance of one-way radio 
communications as a standard training item was accompanied by a 
comparable increase in five-digit numerical code systems. These systems, 
which include code "keys 11 designed individually for each agent, can be 
monitored but provide a high degree of protection against decryption. The 
£hfe~digit plan has been adapted to a variety of reporting requirements and 
can be used by the agent himself in transmitting secret writing reports back 
to the HVA. '

: In view of HVA preference for flve^digit numerical codes and automatic 
transmissions, discussed further on page 1:6, the purpose of Morse code 
training is not apparent at this time. The clandestine agent radio trans- 
mitters seen, thus far in HVA operations have been equipped with tape punch 
devices which automatically translate numbers into Morse symbols on a 
strip of recording tape. With this equipment there is therefore no need for 
the agent to have knowledge of Morse code for transmitting. The advantage 
of Morse code over voice transmissions in one-way radio messages from 
East to West does not appear to be of immediate importance, unless the HVA 
plans ^ultimately to equip its agents with tape recording equipment for 
receiving high speed transmissions. 
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31. l&f The training of higVderel reporting agent s-varies 
according to the requirements of the individual operation and the 
aptitudes of the agent. In many cases agents In this category are 
given detailed training only in those techniques required for their 
specific operational needs* The training of or

A dead letter drop prepared by her 
husband was designed to accommodate a radio transmitter intended for

specialized, being restricted largely to the collection of sabotage 
target information and the preparation and uBt of sabotage materials. 




34. \J8) It is, therefore, apparent that among highWevel 
reporting agents training is not broad, as In the case of low-level 
observers, but selective. Since all other technical and support 
functions are assumed by the controlling resident agent, the training 
of resident agents and OBE's is extremely comprehensive to prepare 
him for his role an an operational "Jaclc-ofLall-tradfcs. " It is probable 
that most agents in this group receive a formal course of Instruction 
at a special HVA school. This school, formerly located at Grans ee, 
near East Berlin, was allegedly moved in 1958 because of the defection 
of an HVA officer to the West. It was subsequently reported to be 
located near Cottbus, East Germany, but this has not been confirmed. 
The course of Instruction varies in length from four months to two 
years, depending upon the agent's previous intelligence experience. 
An MfS staff off Leer who has been selected by the HVA for duty as an 
OBE would obviouBly require less training than, for example, a school 
teacher who has had no prior exposure to espionage activity. ,

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35. A good description of the curriculum for OBE resident 
agents was provided by the Investigation oftL who 
attended the Gransee school from August 1957 to May 1958.*^" 
stated that approximately three-quarters of the course was devoted to 
political subjects. Specific subjects included sociology, history of fb)f7)rt** 
the German labor movement, history of the Soviet Communist Party, 
political science, Marxist philosophy and the theory of economic 

^-socialism. . \ 

36. {0} Operational subjects taught were theory of intelligence 
operations, organization of hostile (Western) intelligence services, 
recruiting techniques, conduct of clandestine meetings, security 
measures, observation and countersurveillance procedures and use of 
cover stories. Particular attention was given to the formulation 
and maintenance of cover in eight weeks of study. Instruction in 
German language was required of all students who failed to pass an 
entry test. For those who passed the examination, instruction in the 
French and English languages was offered. In addition to compulsory 
physical exercise and sports, military training was scheduled to 
include map reading, use of the compass, grenade throwing, small 
arms firing, field exercises in attack and defense, and day and night 
marches with field pack.

instruction in photography. Individual subjects covered were indoor and /t^fnfgl

..as transferred in June 1958 to a covert apartment in East Berlin 
where his operational training continued, with emphasis on actual use 
of the techniques and equipment presented at the school.

During the next eight 
months* ^ was occupied primarily with the preparation of a cover 
identity and the use of false personal documentation pertaining to 
that identity.

40. ^p^^The above study plan confirms the broad outline of 
reports on the same subject given by an HVA defector. It was 
additionally reported that OBE f s are also instructed in Western legal 
systems, court procedures and proper agent conduct in case of arrest 
in the target country. Agentsr are strongly advised to admit nothing 
for which Western investigators have no conclusive proof. This 
defense mechanism has been so widely used by HVA agents that it may 
be considered characteristic of HVA operations. It is very effective 
in obtaining relatively light sentences, particularly in West German 
courts. 

V. AGENT COMMUNICATIONS 

As in other respects, the HVA has shown adaptability 
in the field of operational commuiricatioKS and significant technical 
progress has been reported in recent yfearfc. The^HVA now has at its 
disposal a wide variety of techniques for transmitting instructions to 
agents residing in target countries and receiving in East<3ermany or^ 
East Berlin intelligence reports from the agents. These techniques 
range from personal-contacts between agent and handler in East Berlin 
to sophisiticated two-way radio Jinks and infrared -voice transmissions. 





42. Jfg) Agent travel to East Berlin for personal meetings was 
common when access to that part of the city was relatively free. How- 
ever; the HVA did not wait for the measure* of 13 August 1961 in Berlin 
to recognize the inherent weakness of this method of communication. 
Although meetings in East Berlin are still useful if the agent requires 
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further tr aining , and for periodic discussions of operational progress, 
frequent or regular travel is seldom seen except in very low-level 
HVA operations. \ 

43. (pjT The use of couriers was never widespread in-HVA 
operations, undoubtedly since the HVA recognized that East-West travel 

^of couriers involves the same inherent risk as in travel by agents. 
However, this risk was minimized to a large degree by careful security 
practices and those couriers who were neutralized usually had only 
li mited knowledge of the single agent with whom they were in contact. 

tl— Jfc enjoyed the services of a Bomewhat more competent 

courier. However, it was not possible to determine the extent of his £ 
knowledge since the courier was in East Berlin at the time the net was ^ 
neutralized and L "ine with his HVA training, refused to admit * 

anything that could not be proved. In other instances East Germans have 
been arrested on suspicion of acting as couriers. Normally such persons 
carry false West German or West Berlin identity documents, wear West 
German clothing and are equipped with one or more concealment devices 
for transporting money, personal letters or instructions to agents. 
Although the possession of such items as false documents and conceal- 
ment devices is in itself incriminating, couriers in this category seldom 
deviate from their innocuous cover stories and admit nothing except the 
mere possession of the items noted above. From the limited information 
obtained from these persons, it appears that they are most frequently 
involved in low~level agent operations and recruitment approaches. 

44. Dead letter drops have been and still are a favored item 
of HVA modus operandi. Agent training at all but the very lowest level 
normally includes instruction in this operational technique and agents 
are regularly required to establish dead letter drops and to submit 
detailed descriptions of them to their handlers. However, the establish- 
ment and use of such drops has not found equal favor among the agents 
themselves. The awkwardness and inconveniences f~ this means of 
communication in usually apparent to both reporting source and resident 
agent and the system is soon abandoned. The only exception to this 
general rule i& in the case of bulky transmittals such as radio transmitters 
destined for agents in West Germany or Iargfe volume shipments -of 
documents to East Berlin. In contrast to Soviet Intelligence, which 

still uarfes dead letter drops to transmit payment for agents, the HVA now 
normally transacts such business through couriers, resident agents or 
simply by mailing postal mon^y orders purchased within West Germany 
to the agent. 
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. 45 . yi^ Another favored HVA technique, which is also disliked 
by reporting agents, is microphotography ~ used in conjunction with 
normal postal communications between East and West Germany. The 
history of the HVA is one of continuing experimentation with various 
mikrat systems.** However, inconvenience to the agent has generally 
led reporting sources to rationalize the use of normal 35mm document 
-^photography or transmittal of the document Itself. Theoretically, a 
mikrat film placed between the split layers of a picture postcard or 
concealed in a gift parcel addressed to East Germany is a relatively 
secure communication channel, but the inconvenience of the system, 
coupled with the fact that mikrat equipment is incriminating if found 
in an agent's residence, have contributed to its being used on a very 
limited scale. In spite of this, the HVA has recently begun issuing a 
new model mikrat camera to reporting sources in West Germany. It 
remains to be seen whether this camera will find wide application in 
actual pracf h 

46. Vs -(G^For West-to-East communications, secret writing has 
become the standard HVA channel. The complicated systems using 
one or more chemical solutions of earlier years have given way to 
more practical carbon sheet systems which are easy to uBe and difficult 
to detect. Carbon sheets can be provided by impregnating with a 
chemical certain sheets in a normal stationery tablet, a book, a 
calendar or a highway atlas. The treated sheet is then used in the same 
manner as normal carbon paper and the message is transferred in an 
invisible form on the reverse side of an innocuous personal letter. 
The letter is mailed to an accommodation address with a return 
address picked at random from a local telephone directory. Such 
secret writing reports even if detected, are now more frequently being 
written in^flLve digit numerical code^ and art not usually decipherable.

Influence on future HVA communications modus operandi, " The first 
was the introduction of clandestine radio transmitters in high-level 
agent operations in West Germany in 1962. One transmitter was 
discovered accidentally in a public baggage locker in a West Get man 
railway station during June 1962. It was apparently to be picked - 
^.up by a resident agent. Two more were found in August 1962 in the 
apartment of an HVA resident agent in Krefeld, West Germany, 
who was able to escape to East Berlin. Still another appeared late 
in 1962 in the U- case. This set had been concealed in Q 

a dead letter drop in the Harz Mountains near the East German Q 
border. Although the radios have appeared in two slightly different # 
models, the basic type was identified by an agent in the 
net in Koblenz air that with which he had been trained by the HVA.

However, the concentration of 
NATO military strength in West Germany and the obvious operational 
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advantages enjoyed by HVA agents in West Germany have led to almost 
complete preoccupation with targets in the Federal Republic. Initially, 
the East German regime concerned itself primarily with West German 
political matters and this interest was reflected in HVA operations. 
Both major political parties in West Germany have been successfully 
penetrated by HVA agents.

loweveT, NATO forces in general, US atomic weapons 
and the growth of the Bundeswehr in West Germany dictated that increased 
emphasis be placed on military intelligence.

52. (G^ West Germany's economic recovery, which is at least 
partially based on advanced technology, has also caused increasing concern 
in East Germany in recent years. Consequently, West German research 
and development agencies, both public and private, have appeared as 

HVA targets in greater numbers. The success of this research in 
actual application is also reflected in HVA attempts to obtain such items 
as new chemical formulas and information on modern West German 
industrial processes. The main objective of targeting in the technical- 
industrial field is to gain knowledge without the expense of a duplicate 
research effort in East Germany. The importance of these targets can 
be seen in~the establishment of a new independent Department for 
Economic-Technical Evaluation within the MfS, first reported in 1961. 
The department is reportedly staffed with qualified engineers and 
scientists whose task it is to evaluate industrial and technical informa- 
tion, obtained from both overt and clandestine collection activities, 
as to its usability in the East German economy. West German security 
services feel that there is currently a major espionage effort in this 
fi^ld which may not be faljy appreciated due to theT-eluctance of West 
German industrialists to report individual cases, fearing the consequences 
of unfavorable publicity. , 

53. J£$**$ri addition to the general categorization of HVA targets 
as political, military and economic, some further insight into HVA 
priorities can be obtained from a West German study on hostile EEI. 
Although the study is based on the known EEI of all Soviet Bloc agents 
reported in WeBt Germany during 1962, tine large majority were HVA 
missions. Using only the EEI in which a specific type of target was

VII. SIGNIFICANT CASES 



54. ^JP^uSAREUR study of miS6ion6 assigned to agents 
indicates the HVA has identified virtually all USAREUR installations^ 
in V. r e«t Germany. 9 it may be assumed that most of this order of 
battle coverage is provided by low-level observers who have little 
access to sensitive information and by regular monitoring of the 
Western press and military periodicals 6uch as Stars and Stripes and 
unit newspapers. Coverage of more sensitive military material, 
including classified information, is accomplished by HVA operations ^ 
involving penetration of West German and Allied offices. Selected 
examples of such operations are reviewed below to illustrate the 
extent of the HVA capabilities and successes.

7 ~2. Mission, Subordination, and Liaison 

a. HVA Department III was responsible for the positive 
intelligence collection effort directed against all nations outside the 
Soviet bloc, except West Germany. Portions of this collection responsi* 
bility were assigned to each of the eight branches within the department. 
The detailed responsibilities of each branch are described in the subsequent 
outline of the branches. In addition to this specif io mission, HVA Depart- 
ment III was also responsible for collection of scientific and technical 
data whenever possible. This additional duty was levied against all HVA 
Departments in I960. Scientific and technical data originating in the 
United States and England was of the greatest interest. The method of 
procurement was not specified, but it was expressed that original plans 
and papers were desired, and that payment could be made for such information 
in US Dollars and/or English currency.

This would alleviate normal payments as an intelligence 
igent, especially because the J5ZG trade agencies were interested in buying 
almost anything from Western countries, and the HVA would have no difficulty 
in encouraging state agencies to deal with HVA-suggested persons or firms. 

(h) With the added difficulty in travel to and from 
the SZG, the HVA might also resort to establishing cover firms (tobacco 
firms, etc) in West Germany to act as live-letter drops for the agents who 
could not be placed into controlled nets.

(a) The work currently assigned to Branch 6 was 
v previously performed by various units of the HVA predecessors, details unknown. 
When the HVA was formed in 1956, these targets were assigned to HVA Main 
Department H, Department 3. Several branches existed in that department with 
the titles A, B, C, etc. This was the basis for the HVA Jargon "Linie -ABC" 
used when referring to operations or intelligence sought or gained through the 
legal representations of the SZO in pountries outside the Sovi^ bloc. 
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(b) In late 1958 when the HVA was reorganized, the «^ 
entire mission of covering the legal representations (consular and trade 
offioes) of the SZO outside the Soviet bloc was assigned to -the new HVA

(c) The trade missions established in Argentina, 
Brazil, Lebanon, Egypt, Greece, and Turkey were assigned to HVA Department 
III, Branch 6. Branch 6 was not permitted to utilize its agents in these 
missions for any further recruitments or other activities which might embarrass 
the SZO if the activity became known. These agents were limited to the use 

of unwitting informants among the natives, recruited agents among the 
foreigners residing in the country, and acting as spotters of future agents • 
Branch 6 was also responsible for the selection, recruitment, and preparation 
of persons suitable for use by HVA Department III as CEB's.

of"this unit during an operational meeting in HVA Department III in June 

1961 ,|L- 9 stated only that the work of the unit was progressing with 

mediocre success (maessiger Erfolg). He also indicated that the same 
shortcoming which had been evident since 1959 was still noticed; namely, 
poor communication channels with the agents in the target countries whioh 
slowed the reporting of intelligence information to the HVA* He also 
stated thatthe much-desir'ed collection of scientific and technical data 
was not~very evident in the effort of this unit. ~ 

(5) Modus Operandi: ^ 

(a) The primary assets of this unit were the 
official members of the SZG agencies established within the target countries 
Many members of these agencies were recruited as agents by the HVA and, 

in addition to gathering intelligence information, were used for^ 

spotting potential candidates for recruitment. It was previously stated 
that these persons could never engage in actual recruitments because of the 
possible erabarassment to the SZG Government if such activities become known. 
This restriction in no way hindered these agents in the use of unwitting 
persons as sub-agents or as spotters for the HVA. They were especially 
watchful for any American, English, French, or West German citizens in the 
target country who were sympathetic toward the SZG or who had committed 
acts which could be used as pressure in future HVA recruitment attempts.

was criticized at operational meetings. 

(e) Some success had apparently been achieved in 
the effort to. gather scientific and technical data by this branch because

He suggested "that outright attempts be made to purchase such information 
without indicating how or by whom this was to be accomplished. At that 
timg *_<— suggested that HVA agents establish intimate sexual relations 

with secretaries (who had access to the desired scientific and technical 
data at their place of work) as a means of gaining access to the information.

When necessary, the operations of HVA Departir ' . ill 
were supported by HVA Department VIII, MfS Department 0, etc. Therefc this 
department kept no special equipment. 

7- EGIS Security Precautions 

a. Each member of HVA Department - III was ass~ 
a safe (Panzerschrank ) for his personal use. These metal containers w 
not truly safes, but merely cabinets of light metal construction with 1* * 
locks. Each HVA member carried the key to his cabinet at all times. / 
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duplicate key was retained in the department chief's safe. If a member 
left his office, he wac required to lock the container* If he were leaving 
for the day, he also placed a wax sesl on the container. - Should a member 
leave and be unable to return to the office as planned, he usually called 
the secretary who then placed the wax seal on the container before leaving 
the offioe for the day. 

~- b. All operational discussions of details concerning 

an operation or agents were conducted only by the member and his superior. 
No member was allowed to give even his closest coworker information about 
agents or specific operations in progress. Violations of this rule were 
punishable by HVA superiors with fines, incarceration up to five days or, in 
serious cases, degradation and transfer. 

c. When dictating reports to the secretaries, HVA - 
members would indioate which spaces were to be left blank in the finished 
reports so that personal data about agents oould be inserted. HVA members 
were forbidden to dictate information which might reveal the identity of 

an agent or his exact location. The HVA member would later fill in the 
missing information, in ink. 

d. Carbon paper was also closely controlled in 
HVA Department III as previously described in th* outline of Branch 2. The 
same system of eontroling carbon paper existed throughout HVA Department III 
from early i960. 

e. HVA members were never r ?rmitted to discuss ^Sfjfe 
meetings or intelligence information, or to use true names over a telephone.

less Illustrated the guard regulations in the HVA Building. In the sprint of 
1961 when he was to leave for special duty at the Leipzig Trade Pair^=^ 



brought his packed suitcase to work. He was forced to leave this suitcase 
with the building guard until his departure. He was told that had he 
previously obtained a written pass for the suitcase from his department chief, 
he would have been permitted to take the suitcase to his office, t | 
stated that he had often seen others leave the building with briefcases so 
large and so full that the suitcase actually appeared comparatively small. 
There was obviously a regulation forbidding the bringing of suitcases to the 
offices for fear of theft. The taking of a portable typewriter (in a case) 
from the building also required a written permit from the branch chief. If 
such a typewriter was taken out in a brief case, however, no permit was 
necessary. The briefcases used by the HVA members were all larger than normal, 
and their contents were never examined or scrutinized by the building guards.

violations in HVA Department III (They were practiced continually rather 
than only occassionally); 

(a) Agents Recruited for Resettlement: 

(1) Agents recruited for resettlement in a foreign 
country were frequently asked to recommend other candidates for similar 
assignments. The candidates were then investigated and, if suitable, were 
recruited by the HVA. There have been occasions when two or more previously- 
acquainted persons "were recruited by the HVA, and then dispatched to penetrate 
the same target. 

(2) Such agents were often trained in covert meeting 
facilities which had been in use for years, even after it was suspected that 
the facility was compromised. 

K (3) A regular plan for the training of such agents 

was used and followed. Progress was not according to the aptitude of the 
individual being trained. This resulted in the dispatch of some agents who 
were not able to utilize certain comnunication methods or security measures 
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because of Inadequate training in these matters. ^/v 

(4) Cover to explain the disappearance of a fOf 
person (recruited by the HVA) from his original environment was seldom 
adequate. This resulted in adverse publicity for the agent in the area where 
he had resided. In many cases, when the agents later visited their 
neighborhoods in the SZG, they were caused a great deal of embarrassment. 
They would then complain to their handlers about the poor reputation they 

had acquired in their permanent residence area or that of their relatives. 
This was a direct result of the HVA failure to provide adequate cover for 
persons sent on missions abroad. 

(5) In the HVA, and probably in every MfS 
Department, members tended to brag to fellow members about agents or 

operations. The beat example o f this wae ( ming about the agents 

directed by and others who have been cited in this report. 

(fc) Couriers and Instructors: 

(1) Instructors were often required to perform 
courier missions in addition to their primary function of making instructor 
contacts with the agents. 

(2) The documentation of couriers and instructors 
was not changed very often. This enabled the authorities of other nations 
to become familiar with and thus suspicious of them. This lack of security 
could lea d to the comp romise of instructors and eourit" s while on operational 
missions.**— — Jq.v., was an example of one perse;, who repeatedly 
travelled under his true identity- ^ — te new no others by name. 

(3) During the meetings conducted In East BERLIN 
with agents, instructors, and couriers, the HVA members were seldom, if ever, 
concerned with how the trip to and from SZG was accomplished. They were 
merely Interested irk the information the individual had to report and the 
Instructions for new or additional assignments. 

(4) Concealment devices remained in use for too 
long, resulting in the eventual compromise of an agent, courier, or instructor. 
Sometimes, the concealment devices used by one agent, courier, or instructor 
were given to another agent to use later. The replacement of conoealment 
devices was usually no problem in the HVA, but the handlers were too lax to 
request new devices. 
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...... (3) The oldest and most common security violation 

iiTthe HVA was that proven couriers and instruct err were knowledgeable of 
a great many agents because they had beer tcld to contact these agents. The 
lack of enough couriers and instructors for all the agents in operation r-as 
the primary reason for this security breach. The HVA regulations stipul ted 
that each agent in operation should have his own covert meeting facility 
in East BERLIN, his own cover address, courier, and instructor.

(6) Dead-letter Drops (Tote Briefkaesten) were

The spotting and assessing of sources in West Germany and then 
inviting them to East Germany for formal recruitment and training is 
a standard EGIS operational procedure. A considerable number of EGIS 
sources have been recruited in this manner and the technique appears 
to be relatively secure. Extensive recruitment of low-level sources 
such as \X- ^^necessarily results in a high rate of neutralizations. 
This disadvantage, however, is outweighed by their massive collection 
capability and limited risk to EGIS personnel.

The case furnishes another example of EGIS 
readiness to exploit criminals, prostitutes and other persons of low 
moral character for espionage purposes.

Hans Meyer was born in 1953 at Straubing, Bavaria, Getmany, 
where he attended elementary and high schools. H& moved to Munich in 1952 
and attended the Munich Technical University until he was graduated as an 
engineer in 1957. Shortly thereafter, Meyer obtained employment with a 
Munich firm engaged in construction of West German military installations. 
HoweVer, this employment was an interim measure until he could complete 
arrangements to continue his education. In this connection, Meyer sub- 
mitted applications to schools and government agencies concerned with edu- 
cational and employment matters. One of the applications wa6 sent to the % 
East German Ministry for Labor and Professional Training (Ministerium fuer 
Arbeit und J3eruf sausbildung - MAB) in February 1 957* 

2. H?/ Meyer continued correspondence with the MAB until the Ministry 
invited him to travel to East Berlin for an interview on 7 October 1957# 
Meyer reported to ma ft offices in Georgenkirche Platz, but found them closed 
in celebration of the East German anniversary holiday. As he stood before 
the entrance, he was approached by a man who identified. himself / as Guss and 
aBked Meyst if ihe.had an : appointment with the Ministry. Guss had been 



sitting in a parked automobile awaiting Meyer 1 s arrival. After introduc- 
tions were\completed f Meyer and Guss walked to a jiearby restaurant.

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Meyer returned to the Ministry at 0800 on 8 October and 



was received by Guss and a man identified only as a public prosecutor. 
In a two-hour conversation, most of which consisted of vague reference to 
"world peace," Meyer was asked to work for the "regime of the GDR." He 
agreed and signed a statement pledging silence concerning his association 
with the hostile service and obligating himself to gather military, poli- 
tical and economic intelligence. The two men were aware of his access to 
information on West German military construction through his employment 
record and stated that this was their principal interest. A second meeting 
was scheduled for 1600 that afternoon.

Meyer met Guss in front of the MAB as arranged and drove to 



a secluded area. Guss gave Meyer his initial mission of gathering infor- 
mation and blueprints of West German military construction from his place 
of employment in Munich^ Since Meyer had told Guss that some of the con- 
struction at the West German air base at Erding had been performed by his 
company, Guss instructed^ him to bring all available information concerning 
the installation. Guss told Meyer that in an emergency he could be reached 
at the East German telephone number 550356. Meyer was given a cover mail 
address in the name of Rosali Woehler, Berlin Weisensee, Seidenbergerstrasse 
14* The conversation became somewhat general and, in response to a query, 
Meyer told Guss that he had also received correspondence concerning his 
application from the Organization and Engineering Office in East Berlin.

SECTION II - MISSION 




Meyer's mission throughout was the collection of military 
information. His efforts were directed in the main against three general 
targets; West German road and rail nets; offices of the West German govern- 
ment, particularly finance and technical offices; and US advanced weapons 
sites in West Germany (See Annex A). While other missions were assigned 
from time to time, EEI against at least one of these targets were assigned 
during each of Meyer 1 s 29 meetings with the EGIS« An overriding importance 
was attached to placing Meyer in a position of access to information on 
West German military construction and expenditures and f at one time, ae 
was assigned as a mission to the exclusion of all others (See Annex A, 
20th and 21st meetings ). Meyer was told that this was his ultimate objec- 
tive insofar as EGIS was concerned. He would penetrate the appropriate 
West German government agency either by employment in a civilian capacity 
or by appointment as a commissioned officer in the West German Arnjy. 

!• The emphasis placed on road and rail information resulted 

from Meyer *s partial access to such information at his place of employment 
or through his knowledge of persons and contacts with access in other de- 
partments* Meyer 1 s activity against US advanced weapons was primarily 
aimed at confirming incomplete information apparently received from other 
sources of unknown reliability.

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advanced sites with EEI designed to refine information already available 
to EGIS. A comparison of the EEI assigned in the early stages of the 
operation with those Meyer later received emphasizes that with the pas- 
sage of time, EGIS progressed from general to specific EEI concerning US 
advanced weapons in West Germany. For example, at the second meeting in 
November 1957, Meyer was told only to report on US and NATO weapons. At 
the sixth meeting in March 1958, Meyer was instructed to obtain plans for 
construction of NIKE bases in Bavaria.

SECTION III = MODUS OPERANDI 
Communications . Meyer had 29 meetings with the three 
handling agents active in the course of the operation. With two excep- 
tions all information was passed to EGIS at these meetings. On 8 and 14 
August 1958, at the time of the Lebanon crisis, information concerning 
order of battle on Mcteaw and Will Kasernes, Munich, was sent by letter, 
using the secret wzating technique requiring waterproof ink described 
below. In tu?n, Meyer received only one communication from EGIS ^xjjsecret 
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writing which contained additional instructions for collection. However,

9. /&) During his initial meeting with Guss on the day of his 
recruitment, Meyer had been given a mail address in the name of Rosali 
Woehler. All of Meyer *s subsequent meetings with EGIS were held at this 
address which he later determined to be the location of telephone number 
550336, also given to him during the initial meeting. Woehler was aware 
of the activity and often served as intermediary between Meyer and his 
handling agent, particularly in calling the agent to notify him of Meyer 1 s 
arrival at the house. At a later date, Meyer was given the address of Paul 
Decker, Berlin-Johannistal, Nieberstrasse 7. However, this address was not 
used after it was discovered that Meyer's letter addressed there had not 
been received by his handling agent. A third address, Paul Wuerburg, Berlin 
NO 5, Prinzlauer Allee 23, was al6o furnished. In the course of his 20th 
meeting, Meyer was told that if he was successful in obtaining the position 
his future contact would be by courier, possibly in a "third country," and 
the use of a dead letter drop system. This was at the time Meyer was 
assigned the primary mission of obtaining a position with the West German 
Office for Military Technology and Procurement at Koblenz. 



10. sygf) Erom the time of his 10th meeting in September 1958 until 
early 1959* Meyer worked at preparing two dead letter drops and an indica- 
tion point in Stuttgart in addition to his other duties. Meyer was 
scheduled to move /to Stuttgart to accept a teaching position with the 
Stuttgart Technical High School, effective 1 October 1958. He was told 




that once tl^ese drops had been established they would become operational. 
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Meyer selected^ sketched and photographed the drop sites and then wrote 
detailed instructions for locating and identifying them* The original 
service indication point was too close to one of the proposed drops and 
Meyer was instructed to relocate 'it. The handling agent was not satis-

fied with Meyer's proposed set of meanings which he assigned to various 
positions of theiindicatioh point. The agent stated that he would furnish 
the necessary information at the next meeting. Despite the efforts in- 
volved in establishing the dead letter drops and the care with which they 
were placed in working orderj Meyer never used them or any other dead 
letter drop system for the transmittal or receipt of information. He fre- 
quently requested that the drops be activated to eliminate the trouble and 
expense of travel to East Berlin. However, his handling agent stated that 
it was not possible or feasible to service the drops with the frequency 
with which EGIS wished to meet Meyer. In addition, the use of the drops 
would necessitate an increase in the number of persons with knowledge of 
his activities which would increase the threat to his security. 

11. Meyer was instructed in a simple frequency code using a 

normal letter. The hidden message would be composed of every tenth word 
following a key sentence which would also alert the recipient to the inclu- 
sion of the message. A second key sentence would indicate the end of the 
message. He was also given a brevity code for one-time use in which 1, 2 
or 3 would indicate rejection, delay or acceptance of his application for 
employment by the Military Procurement Office. Later, Meyer was instructed 
in the preparation of a secret message using only a good grade of bond paper 
an<J indelible ink. Any innocuous message is written on one side of the sheet 
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which is then soaked in water and placed face down on a hard surface* A 
second sheet is placeid on top of tke first and the message for EGIS written 
with sufficient pressure to make an impression on the bottom sheet. The 
bottom sheet is then pressed and dried to eliminate the impressions. Re-, 
wetting wi^l cause the impressions to reappear.^" 

Meyer was told that if he obtained the position at Koblenz, 
he was to arrange a three-day vacation from his present employment before 
resigning and reporting to his new job. The three-day period would be for 
training by EGIS. He was not told the nature of the training, but subse- 
quent events indicated that it probably would not be composed altogether 
of secret writing and photography techniques. At the time of his 21st 
meeting on 17-18 June 19^0, Meyer w&s given one day of training in another 
secret writing system and "Mikrat" photography. For secret writing, an 
innocuous letter is written on one side of any stationery which is then 
folded into quarters. Hie letter is then unfolded and placed face down 
on a flat surface and covered with a sheet of contact paper. A second 
sheet of stationery is placed over the contact paper and the message in- 
scribed on the stationery. Care must be taken to insure that the writing 
does not touch upon the creases folded in the original letter* After the 
message is completed, the bottom sheet is held in steam for approximately 
five minutes and then placed between the pages of a book until it is dry*.

At his 21st meeting in June 1958 f Meyer reported to his 
handling agent that the application for employment with the Military Pro- 
curement Office had been rejected, but his application had been forwarded 
to the Ministry of Defense at Bonn for consideration. Meyer and the handling 
agent decided that, in view of Meyer's background and education, he would 
probably be hired by the Ministry of Defense as an engineer. Acting on 
this assumption, the handling agent began arrangements for future contacts 
with Meyer. It was implied in the course of the conversation, as it had 
been stated in the past, that travel to East Berlin would be discontinued 
with only a few exceptions once Meyer was placed in a good position. His 
only assignment for the present was the acquisition of the Ministry of 
Defense position. 



14. J(5f) Meyer was told that if he was hired by the Ministry of 
Defense, he would be contacted in Stuttgart on the first Sunday in September 
and the first Sunday in March each year either by the handling agent or by 
another EGIS representative. An authentication procedure was established 
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for these semi-annual meetings. On the appointed date, Meyer was told to 
take a vantage point near the "Jubilee Column" in Stuttgart at 1100 hours* 

At precisely 1100 hours a person near the Column would drop a black folding 
unbrella from under his arm and stoop to pick it up. Immediately fol- 
lowing, this person would unfold a Stuttgart city map. When this had

On the fourth weekend after being hired by the Ministry 
of Defense, Meyer must check the dead letter drop in Stuttgart. By pre- 
arranged code, he was to have previously indicated which of the two drops 
was to be used. There would be two containers in the drop; one would 
contain material for Meyer and the other was to be used for any material 
he collected for transmittal to EGIS. The material for Meyer would con- 
sist of undeveloped film which he must open in a dark room. If the film 
is exposed or, if after developing, he does not find a cross or writing 
on the negative, Meyer will know that the film has been opened previously.

Security . Throughout the operation, no reference was made 
to security beyond initially cautioning Meyer against an undue display of 
the money he would receive from EGIS. At his first meeting Meyer was told 
to address all correspondence to Rosali Woehler and to couch the message 
in an ostensible love letter to "Dear Walter." Meyer noted the dis- 
crepancy in sexes implied in the names used and remarked that the differ- 
ence would certainly be noted in the event of West German mail censorship. 
The name in the salutation was changed to Rosali. 

18. v Jpt) At one time Meyer reported to his handling agent that a 
group of photographs of US radar stations could not be delivered because 
the commercial photographer patronized by Meyer had lost the roll of film.

General, At each meeting with EGIS, Meyer was required 



to prepare two reports* One was a detailed coverage on the information 
gathered in fulfillment of his EEI. The other was a chronological re- 
port f -including details of his travel to and from East Berlin, of his 
activities incidental to the collection of the information. Meyer was 
told that the two reports, although somewhat repetitious, were necessary 
to fulfill the requirements of different offices. The report of informa- 
tion was passed to the "Auswertungs Stella" (evaluation and analysis sec- 
tion) for assessment and incorporation into files. The chronological 
report is forwarded to the "Puehrungsgremium 11 (supervisory panel). The 
"Fuehrungsgremium" is interested only in the agent activities necessary 
for the collection of the required information and in the proper conduct 
ef the missions assigned to the source. 

2O # ^y0r) On one occasion Meyer was told that the "SSE" (a generic 
term for all East German intelligence agencies) (Staatsicherhditsdienst - 
State Security Service) did not have the same mission as the agency to 
which the handler belonged. The handler stated that the SSD was responsible 
for East German internal security while "his 11 agency was charged with the 
collection of intelligence outside East Germany. In another conversation, 
Meyer was informed that the agent was interested only in"technical infor- 
mation," a»d that he worked out of the "Fuehrungsgremium." 

21. J@) Radio communication was mentioned on two occasions. Meyer 
was once asked if he owned a short-wave radio. Later, in reply to a query 
alluding to the previous' mention of the short-wave radio, the handling 
agent told Meyer that EGIS was not considering radio communication from 
him at the time. The agent seated that it was necessary to know the.^j^ 
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capabilities of the source's set in order to assign a frequency in 
reply to Meyer's question as to how the net was established. 

22. In three years, Meyer was paid approximately 12,000 DMW 
for his services. The amount of pay in each case was determined by the 
value placed on the information by the analysis and assessment section. 
Meyer was required to sign a receipt for each amount he received. Meyer 
often protested that his pay was insufficient, particularly in view of the 
expenses incurred in driving his automobile to East Berlin. However, he 
was never able to induce EGIS to increase the payments substantially. 

A SECTION IV - USAREUR COMMENT

23. (fc) Although the identity of the controlling East German in- 
telligence service cannot be clearly established in the operation, it 
appears that Meyer was working for the VfK rather than the MfS or the AA. 
Meyer was recruited at a time when the VfK was conducting an extensive 
source recruitment program in West Germany. The principal method employed 
was to invite sources to East Berlin for job interviews and then ask them 
to become espionage agents. The leads were obtained in large part through 
want-ads in West German newspapers, and later the VfK placed its own help- 
wanted ads in West German newspapers. At the same time, the VfK was ex- 
ploiting East German labor offices for leads on potential agents, parti- 
cularly If .the applications were from West Germany. The reliance on finan- 
cial inducements to recruit agents also is typical of the VfK. The direct 
approach without preliminaries to prospective sources unaccompanied by
